(Editorial: ‘Seven Western Nations Summit Meeting") 


[Text] Heads of seven Western nations will meet in Venice on 22 June to 
coordinate their activities and strengthen their allied reiationship. 


According to the previous convention, this should be an economic consultative 
meeting of the heads of the seven nations to promote the common growth of the 
Western economy. At present, the Western economy is facing a recession. The 
supplies of energy and raw materials and the sharing of international markets 
are still problems in the Western economy that shouid be expediously soived. 
They will be a main issue at the meeting. 


However, people of the whole world are concerned about politics rather than 
economics. The Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, the crisis of the American 
hostages in Lran and subsequent international events have profoundly changed 
the international relationship. Strengthening political consultations and 
working out a common strategy are the common demand of the participating na- 
tions. U.S. Deputy Secretary Christopher said that the meeting will mainly 
discuss international and political problems. The coordination of the 
strategy of the seven Western nations will become a main theme of this meeting. 


Coordination is required because disagreement exists: 


l. Intervention in Afghanistan is the beginning of the direct Soviet invasion 
of the Third World. The United States has maintained that the Soviet Union 
should be resolutely resisted and that military, economic and political sanc- 
tions should be imposed on it. However, various countries of Western Europe 
are irresolute in their actions for fear of ruining "detente." 


2. Iran is detaining the American hostages and Carter has demanded thet 
various Western nations impose diplomatic and economic sanctions or ie 
However, the Western Luropean nations have worried about the possibility tha’ 
such an excessive act would create tension in the Middle East and bog down 
the hostage crisis. 











3. The United States wants to observe the spirit of the Camp David agreement 
and help bring a successful conclusion to the Egyptian-Israeli talks while 
Western Europe, through the conference of the nine EC countries, wants to 
have Palestine join in the Middle East talks and supports the Palestinians’ 
right to self-determination. 


4. The United States intends to reduce its commitments to NATO defense and 
would like to see its Western European allies take up more responsibilities. 
In the meantime, differences exist among the Western European countries as to 
how they should arrange defense affairs and share the costs. 


Weighty political and economic reasons are behind these major differences 
among the Western countries. 


These differences focus on the Middle East and the Persian Gulf. After all, 
what this oil-rich region economically means to the United States and Western 
Europe and Japan is not completely the same. If oil stops flowing from the 
Middle East, the U.S. economy will not collapse but Western Europe and Japan 
will find it very difficult to continue their production. The fears of eco- 
nomic reprisals by Iran and of the stoppage of oil supplies from the Middle 
East because of tension in that region have been the reasons Western Europe 
and Japan have refused to follow the Middle East policy of the United States. 


The Soviet Union has exploited such fears and arranged a “detente” offensive. 
On the one hand, the Soviet Union is trying to sow discord between the United 
States and its Western European allies; on the other, it wants to drive a 
wedge between West Germany and France. The means it employs include: 

1) Isolating the United States by advocating "detente" and a "peaceful" 
solution to the Afghan crisis; 2) Strengthening its economic cooperation with 
Western Europe with the aim of reducing the economic influence of the United 
States in Western Europe; and 3) Fomenting disunity between West Germany and 
France. A high-ranking French official said: "The Soviet Union is trying 
all the time to sow discord between Germany and France. The Soviet Union 
told us that we were setting up a Europe under German control and then turned 
to Germany and said that the Soviet Union was willing to replace France as a 
special partner for West Germany in Europe and in East-West conciliation." 
In a certain sense, the differences between the United States and Western 
Europe have been the product of the "detente" offensive launched by the 
Soviet Union. 


In the face of such threats to the unity of the West, how are the heads of 
the seven countries going to overcome their differences and promote coopera- 
tion? The challenge posed by the Soviet Union is of a worldwide nature. It 
is necessary for the West to map out a worldwide common strategy to counter 
the Soviet challenge.

[Text] Hanoi's Foreign Minister NguyenCo Thach is hanging on in Bangkok 
right now. When he arrived at the Dom Muong Airport, the Thai students 
shouted “go home" and asked him to go back to his old man in the Soviet Union. 
They said he was a political fox and that he should recognize the fact that 
Thailand was not to be bullied. 





This shows the indignation of the Thai students and the Thai people. It is 
the right kind of treatment for a so-called foreign minister like Nguyen Co 
Thach who engages in double deals and makes irresponsible remarks. 


For quite some time, Nguyen Co Thach have been pledging in all sincerity and 
seriousness that the Vietnamese troops will never cross the border and attack 
Thailand. Even on the day before last, which was 3 days after the Vietnamese 
troops invaded Thailand, he still claimed that Vietnam had not carried out any 
act of aggression against Thailand. 


Yesterday, he changed his tone because he could no longer pretend he did not 
hear the rumbling of guns in the Thai territory. Unable to deny that real 
fighting was going on, he venomously slandered that the hostilities were pro- 
voked by the advance of the Thai soldiers into Kampuchea in support of the 
Kampuchean guerrillas. It was actually the Vietnamese who invaded Thailand, 
but they turned around and accused the Thais of invading Kampuchea. Viewed 
from one angle, such a tone is preposterous. Viewed from another, it shows 
how truculent and unabashed this fox is. If what he said were true, the whole 
world should condemn Thailand for aggression. 


Obviously Nguyen Co Thach could behave as he did only because he had the 
Soviet Union to lean back on. But for the Kremlin's aid of $3 million a day, 
Hanoi could not have survived. Out of gratitude, Le Duan and his group must 
render their service to Moscow. From this angle, the invasion of Thailand by 














the Vietnamese troops is not so much Le Duan's independent action as a part 
of Soviet strategic moves, which also fits in with the strategic plan to make 
Hanoi the small bully in Indochina and Southeast Asia. 


To cope with worldwide condemnation, the Soviets now prate about withdrawing 
their troops from Afghanistan. Actually, they are only replacing heavy 
weapons, which proved of little use in fighting against the righteous Afghan 
soldiers in the mountains, and units using such weapons with infantry using 
light weapons. It is an insult to common sense for the Soviets to call this 
military deployment made to suit the war situation a troop withdrawal and brag 
about it in front of the international community. 


The Kremlin clique, which puts blind faith in armed might, prates about with- 
drawing troops on the one hand and instructs its lackey Hanoi to attack Thai- 
land to create tension on the other. In doing this, it can divert people's 
attention from Afghanistan and flaunt its force through the hands of Le Duan. 
Nguyen C. Thach unblushingly bragged: If our country wanted to invade aad 
occupy Thailand, "we could easily have succeeded." It is not a matter of 

can or cannot, we just would not do it. See how he swaggered around like a 
conquering hero! 


This joint action of the Soviet Union and Vietnam had ulterior motives. If 
the Vietnamese agygressor troops are sternly rebuffed by Thailand, Asean coun- 
tries are ready to give Thailand morale as well as material support and forge 
the closest unity, the United States would rush to offer support in accordance 
with the treaty provisions, countries now providing Hanoi with economic aid 
would impose economic sanctions against the Vietnamese instead and Hanoi would 
become an object of universal condemnation, and these mercenary troops paid in 
Russian rubles might know it is time to stop, withdraw and wait for another 
chance. 


On the other hand, if Thailand is unsuccessful in its resistance and if coun- 
tries only give the Thais verbal support or, worse still, stoop to compromise 
with Hanoi and actually recognize the puppet Phnom Penh regime in the hope of 
bringing "peace" to this region, then the Soviet and Vietnamese big and small 
hegemonists are bound to become more and more insatiable in their desires. 
They will not only threaten Malaysia and Singapore with force but will incor- 
porate the Strait of Malacca into their sphere of influence. This, together 
with che Soviet Union's southward thrust into Afghanistan, will form a pincer 
which can enable them to cut off the oil supply lines of the Middle East and 
vanquish the United States, West Europe and Japan without a fight. 


To prevent a big disaster before it is too late, what we must do now is to 
relentlessly deal blows at Vietnam's acts of aggression. We must puncture 
the arrogance of Le Duan, Nguyen Co Thach and their boss and must not slacken 
on this score.

[Text] At present, there are about 4,000 joint companies in the entire 
Soviet industry. Their output value accounts for 46 percent of the total 
industrial ov ou value. The role of the joint companies in industrial 
production is ncreasing daily. 


The Soviet Univxuw vegan to amalgamate medium and small enterprises to set up 
joint companies in the early 1960s. By now, they have gone through quite a 
long period of development. In 1973, the Soviet Union adopted a resolution 
on certain measures to further improve industrial management, decided to push 
through the joint companies throughout the industrial departments, abolished 
the level of management organs of the general management bureau (bureau) under 
the industria] departments and reorganized the four to six ievel industrial 
management system at that time into two to three levels. They had their 
reasons. At that time, a lot of problems appeared in the transformation of 
the Soviet economy. The economic growth rate had clearly fallen. The Soviet 
authorities were urgently trying to improve the economic situation through 
setting up the joint companies, and seeking a way to increase economic 
efficiency. The Soviet Union had planned to amalgamate the 49,000 enterprises 
at that time into 7,000 to 8,000 joint companies. In this way, the economy 
could be more concentrated. At the same time, it would be more convenient 

for management. 


The setting up of joint companies played a certain positive role for the 
Soviet Union in speeding up the progress of science and technology, strength- 
ening specialization of production, enabling the management organs to be 
closer to production and saving management expenses and so forth. In relatic® 
to the industrial departments of the Soviet Union as a whole, the production 
efficiency of the joint companies was generally higher than that of other 
enterprises. For example, in 1975, productivity of the entire industrial 
labor force increased by 5.9 percent. However, in the joint companies it was 
6.7 percent. 





However, generally speaking, the speed of development of the joint companies 
was very slow, When adopting the resolution on setting up joint companies 
in 1973, it was clearly stipulated that by 1975, it would be necessary to 
generally set up joint companies in industry, However, in fact by the end 
of 1975, the whole Seviet Union had only set up 2,314 joint companies amai- 
gamating 9,558 enterprises), accounting for 24.4 percent of the total indus- 
trial output value. in 1976, the "25th Congress” of the Soviet Communist 
Party adopted the "1976-1980 fundamental principle of developing the Soviet 
Union's national economy.” This document clearly stipulated that by 1980, 
it was necessary to fulfill the taske of setting up joint companies. How- 
ever, to date, the output value of the joint companies still has not reached 
half of the total industrial output value. it ie certain that the above men- 
tioned tasks cannot possibly be fulfilled within the appointed time. 


What is the reason for thie protracted delay in the plans for developing the 
joint companies’ Joint companies are 4 special form of organization. Al- 
though they only involve certain aspects of the industrial management system, 
any form of production organization or management has a4 role to play under a 
certain form of production. Therefore, they cannot but be restricted by the 
social system, particularly by the economic relations of ite main integral 
parte. The resistance encountered in setting up joint companies should be 
mainly sought from the economic relations of the current social system of the 
Soviet Union. By analyzing the kind of relations of the various leading 
levels of the Soviet Union only having interests after having power we can 
discover the source of this kind of resistance in setting up joint companies. 


1. The leaders are not willing to give up the power of leading an independent 
enterprise. 


The method of amalgamating the medium and emall enterprises to set up joint 
companies first touches on the interests of the leaders of the enterprises. 
This is because after participating in joint companies, as stipulated by the 
rules and regulations, these enterprises have legally lost their independent 
nature. In other words they have lost the position of a corporation and be- 
come 4 branch organ or shop of the companies. Under these circumstances, 

the original manager and factory manager of these enterprises is only a shop 
foreman. Their power has been greatly reduced. Therefore, they try their 
best to maintain their original position. Soviet newspapers and magazines 
openly criticize these leaders for not being willing to lose their independent 
position in order to protect “individual prestige,” and “to keep the ‘house- 
keeper's position.” They are not willing to lose “the power of direct contact 
with the leadership at the higher level” and so forth. 


[M#Ki31126) In addition, despite the Soviet Union's emphasis that in par- 
ticipating in the joint companies the leaders and experts of the original 
enterprises would not suffer any losses in material, they in fact often suf- 
fer a reduction in their labor wages due to the amalgamation of the enter- 
prises. 


The above mentioned situation has made the leaders of the enterprises adopt 
the attitude of boycotting participation in joint companies. According to 
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sources, over the past few years, 50 to 60 enterprises have continued to 
maintain their independent nature after joining the joint companies. in this 
way, the joint companies have in fact given all the technology, economic 
activities and the rights of legally permitted activities to the managers 

of the original factories to use. 


2. The leaders of the general management bureaus are afraid of losing their 
leadership responsibilities and are not reconciled to abolishing the genera) 
bureaus. 


With the realization of the measure to abolish the general management bureaus, 
4 large number of cadres would be transferred. Large group changes might even 
happen. For example, there were 59 general management bureaus, the middle 
link, in the ministry of coal industry. After setting up the joint companies, 
they were reduced to seven. The management personnel at thie level had to be 
reduced from 6,000 to 750. Among them, quite a number were leaders. After 
such reorganization, 4 lot of leaders are bound to lose their leadership 
responsibilities. in addition, the Soviet Union has once again stressed that 
under the conditions of modernized production, it is necessary to have high 
ecientific and cultural level experte as leaders. Although many leaders in 
the Soviet industrial management departments have professional knowledge, some 
occupy the leading position simply on account of qualifications or certain 
social relations. These people could manage if they remained in their former 
general bureaus, which are divorced from production. However, it will be dif- 
ficult if they go to the frontline of production to lead a joint company, 
which directly commands production. Some party and government cadres are 
bound to be transferred from their original work to doing work they are not 
accustomed to. Therefore, cancelling the general bureaus will naturally 
arouse the dissatisfaction and opposition of the leaders at this level, 
bringing about their resistance. 


3. The departments concerned are not willing to hand over their enterprises 
and power. According to the stipulation, after setting up the joint compa- 
nies, the various industrial departments must cut down their power in manage- 
ment and plans. The main task of the department is to “concentrate forces to 
solve the basic problems of the future development plans of the department and 
increase the production efficiency as well as perfecting the planning system 
and management methods" and so forth. In addition, quite a number of joint 
companies span different departments. As a result, some of the enterprises 
will be transferred to other departments. Furthermore, after joining the 
joint companies, the duplicated calculations of output value in the former 
independent enterprises are reduced. Finally, viewed from the angle of an 
entire department, the quotas of total output value are less. This will af- 
fect the evaluation of the department's work. These factors will make the 
departments inactive in setting up joint companies, and further delay the work 
of formulating a general plan for joint companies. 


4. The local administrative organs are afraid of losing their own enterprises 
and oppose the joint companies. 














The joint companies are set up with the principle of producing similar 
products and often span different areas. Large joint companies can include 
an oblast, a border region, a republic and even all or nearly all the enter- 
prises of a department throughout the country. The local administrative 
organs at all levels have no rights to interfere with the business of the 
joint companies. In thie way, local interests are greatly affected. for 
example, most of the revolving revenue paid by the enterprises of the locaii- 
ties for producing daily commodities belongs to the localities’ finance 
revenue income, However, after the enterprises have joined the joint compa- 
nies, the finance revenue of the localities will be leas. According to 
sources, when thie contradiction becomes serious, the finance departments 
will have to adopt the method of compensation for local organs to relieve 

the contradiction. Another example: After joining the joint companies, some 
products of the local enterprises will be transported out of the local areas. 
The local organs will lose the power of distribution. Furthermore, in the 
past, the local organs often made use of the power in their hands to obtain 
all kinds of favors from the enterprises in their areas, such as occupying 
housing which the enterprises built with their own funds (although it vio- 
lates enterprise regulations). They often let these enterprises fulivl’ 
certain work for the localities and so forth. Due to the very practical 
relations of advantage and disadvantage, the local organs are not willing to 
lose these enterprises. 


The above mentioned factors have greatly obstructed the development of the 
joint companies and failed to realize the original development plans over a 
long period. It seems it is not an easy job for the Brezhnev clique to 
eliminate the obstacle and open up the situation.

PRC DELEGATION ATTENDS HUNGARY SPACE-RESEARCH MEETING

[Text] Budapest, 14 Jun--The 23d plenary session and academic report and 
discussion meeting of the "Space Research Committee" of the International 
United Council of Sciences took place in Budapest 2-14 June. The Space 
Physics Research Institute of the Chinese Academy of Sciences sent deputy 
researcher Xu Chufu and three other scholars to the joint meeting. At the 
2-day joint meeting, associate researcher Xu Ronglan presented two theses, 
"The Three-Dimensional Electric Current System of the Magnetic Layer During 
the Stormy [Zheng Bao 2973 2552] Period" and “The Movement of the Charged 
Particles in the Medium-Ranged Magnetic Field and the Accelerated Type of 
Laser Particles." In addition, the Chinese scholars distributed the ex- 
cerpts of some other theses and an introduction to their work. Their presence 
and reports attracted the attention of foreign scholars. 


Some 1,000 scientists from 40 countries attended the joint meeting. A Chinese 
delegation led by the well-known Space Physics Institute of the Chinese Academy 
of Sciences, went to Warsaw in 1963 to take part in the sixth meeting of the 
"Space Research Committee." Chinese scholars once again have mounted the 
tribunal of international space research after a 17-year hiatus. 


Although such meetings were held annually in the past, it has been decided 


that they will be held every 2 years in the future, and the next one will take 
place in Ottawa in 1982.

"RENMIN RIBAO' ON SOVIET OLL PRODUCTION

[Text] The Soviet Union possesses rich oil resources. Its oil production 
has developed rapidly since World War Il. The output of Soviet oil in the 
early 1960s was less than half that of the United States, but in 1974, it 
had reached 459 million tons, surpassing the United States and becoming the 
biggest oil producer in the world. Production volume last year was 586 mil- 
lion tons, and according to the 5-year plan, it will be 640 million tons this 
year. For a long time now, Soviet oil and petroleum products have been able 
to satisfy domestic demands while also being massively exported. 


However, in the past few years, a debate on the question of Soviet oil pro- 
duction has been going on in international circles. People are speculating: 
Has Soviet oil production reached its peak? What are the prospec .s for its 
development? Will production volume rapidly go down? Will there be an 
energy crisis? 


The majority of people hold the following view: Production in major Soviet 
oilfields has reached its highest point. In fact, production in oilfields 
like Samoteloer, (Samchor) and Volga-Ural in Western Siberia have gone down. 
At the same time, no new big and highly productive oilfields have been dis- 
covered. Even if there are new discoveries, it will take a long time before 
they can go into production. Furthermore, 90 percent of Soviet oil resources 
are located east of the Ural mountains where both extraction and transporta- 
tion are difficult. For instance, to obtain the same production results, 
investments must be higher by 25 to 50 percent in Eastern Siberia compared 
with European Russia. Those who hold this view believe that the period of 
rapid growth of Soviet oil production has ended. Its oil exports are also 
near their maximum. By the late 1980s it will not be a net oil exporting 
country anymore. Some people have even made grimmer predictions, saying 
that the Soviet Union might even face an energy crisis. 


However, there are also research institutions in Europe which believe that 
Soviet oil production will not go down and could even continue to increase. 
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There are reasons tor m king grim projections on the prospects of Soviet 
oil production. 


During the 19608, the annual increase in Soviet oil production was 9.1 per- 
cent. In the first 5 years of the 19708, the rate went down to 5.9 percent. 
In 1977 it further dropped to 5 percent, going further down to 4.8 percent 
in 1978. In 1979, it was as low as 2.3 percent. 


Due to the drop in the growth rate of oil production, the Soviet Government 
proposed an inc’ ease in coal consumption in the early 19808 to save on oil 
and natural gas consumption. In November last year, the Ce rral Committee of 
the Soviet Communist Pa.ty passed another resolution calling for a steady in- 
crease of the relative weight of coal in fuel consumption. Apart from this, 
the Soviet Union in 1977 notified some East European countries which depend 
on it for their oil supply to find alternative sources of oil in the world 
market. Early in June this year, the Central Committee of the CPSU called 

a meeting of the units concerned specifically to discuss the problem of power. 


Soviet newspapers have also been publishing articles appealing for energy 
conservation. In one of its editorials in June last year, PRAVDA said that 
energy conservation is the duty of every citizen. Another PRAVDA editorial 
in November last year also admitted that “there is a certain degree of 
shortage" in coal and oil at present. The strictest conservation of fuel 
and power sources is required." 


It can be seen that the Soviet Union is actually facing a shortage problem. 

It was under such conditions that Brezhnev flagrantly brought out the prob- 
lem of security in the supply route of Persian Gulf oil early this year. A 
TASS article later indicated that the Soviet Union is “a potential buyer of 
Middle Eastern oil." It has the “legitimate rights" to “approach the sources 
of oil.” It also proposed that an international meeting be held to arrive 

at collective guarantees for the safety of the Persian Gulf oil route. 
Actually, what it had in mind was to demand a share in the right to control 
the oil route. This betrays the great interest of the Soviet Union in Persian 
Gulf oil. 


When Russian troops invaded Afghanistan, world opinion had quite accurately 
pointed out that the purpose of the Russian mass invasion was to occupy the 
oilf‘elds of Gulf countries and from there, control the oil route to the 
West and Japan. Not long ago, Saudi Arabian oil minister Ahmad Zaki Yamani 
pointed out even more explicitly that recent Soviet actions in the Middle 
East and West Asia are intended to strengthen its efforts to obtain oil in 
the oil-producing Gulf area. Although the Russians vehemently deny it, Rus- 
sian ambitions to seize the oil-producing areas in the Middle East have be- 
come a major factor in the instability of the Middle East region.

[Text] U.S. Crises 


Is the United States the acme of perfection with its thriving industry and 
scientific progress? The answer is a big question mark. In March 1977, a 
symposium on the future of the West was held at the University of Southern 
California. Among the participants were students of politics, economists, 
scientists, entrepreneurs, space scientists and also former British Prime 
Minister Lord Home and former U.S. Secretary of State Rusk. At the meeting, 
the consensus was that the West of today has become the Rome of former years. 
The Roman Empire reached the height of prosperity and fell into a decline, 
never to recover. The United States is currently faced with various crises. 

A book which is required reading for the political department of the Univer- 
sity of Southern California is "U.S. Crises." Take the oil shortage for 
instance, with no gas for cars, we could do nothing. Last summer, a woman 
with several children queved up for oil somewhere near by home. After she 

got what she wanted, she found that her youngest child had suffocated because 
of the oppressive heat. Someone also became angry lining up for gas and fired 
his gun. Then there is the problem of depreciation affecting the dollar. An 
ounce of gold now costs $600 or $700. Galloping inflation has followed the 
currency depreciation. Unemployment is also a big crisis. Four million peo- 
ple were jobless at the end of last year. Over 10 million people get very 

low pay. The big gap between the rich and the poor has led to many kinds 

of evil. In addition, there are such problems as the crisis of waste, can- 
cerous growths induced by industry, racial discrimination, child abuse, un- 
married mothers, broken families, prostitution, drug taking, criminal activity, 
unequality before the law, medicare, loneliness for the aged, education.... In 
sum, an affluent country does not always have a sound social system. What 
then is a sound social system? Former Mexican President Echeverria said that 
the biggest problem confronting a newly independent state is what its social 
system should be. Many scholars agreed with what he said. Up to now there 
has not been a model for newly independent countries. The United States is 
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not an ideal one. The Soviet Union also causes people to despair. There- 
fore, many people have turned their attention to a country with the largest 
population in the world, People think that a country capable of supporting 
one-fourth of the population in the world must have a social system that has 
something worthy in it. Such a country is our motherland loved by everyone 
of us. 


Have Both Confidence and Patience 


American friends have often said that they do not want the Chinese young 
people to underrate themselves. They should quit being yesmen always saying 
things about China being backward and the Chinese being inferior. Every 
country has its own weaknesses and strengths. When it comes to industry, 
science and technology, China is no match for the United States. But China 
beats the United States in social relations.

[Text] A fierce election war is taking place on the Japanese islands. 
Candidates of various political parties are making speeches on the streets 
while campaigners are waving to the masses, nodding their heads and smiling 
and begging for votes through megaphones. This is the first time in history 
that elections for the lower and upper house are being held simultaneously. 
These elections have entered the last stage. Voting will be held on 22 June. 


The sudden death of Prime Minister Ohira left the Liberal Democratic Party 
leaderless and shrouded with a feeling of crisis. Powerful personalities 

in the party suggested that they should “control their sorrows and be united 
to gain more sympathy votes and win a victory in the elections." When candi- 
dates of the mainstream faction of the LDP were making election speeches, 
they wore black armbands and mourned Prime Minister Ohira to win the voters' 
sympathy. However, immediately after Ohira's cremation, the struggle for the 
presidency among various factions of the LDP began being secretly waged. 
There have been interwoven and complicated struggles between the mainstream 
and antimainstream factions of the LDP, among powerful personalities, between 
new and old personalities and among personalities inside and outside the LDP. 
Due to the death of Prime Minister Ohira, the opposition party has lost its 
“target of attack" because attacking a dead person will make it unpopular and 
lose votes. Thus, it has to change its election tactics. 


The current elections are being held when the domestic and foreign situations 
are turbulent. They are contests between the LDP and the opposition parties 
and battles which have a bearing on whether the “one-party rule" can continue. 


Japan's elections are marked by several characteristics: 
First, in the past four elections of the lower house, there were more female 


than male voters. During the elections of the lower house last autumn, the 
turnout rate of women was 68.56 percent while that of men was 67.42 percent. 
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That is, female voters exceeded male voters by 2.2 million. They are par- 
ticularly concerned about the problems of commodity prices and welfare bene- 
fits. Winning the temale vote is also a main object for the various parties. 


Second, Japan's elections cost a great deal of money. It costs money to 
distribute and send leaflets, put up posters, employ propagandists and hire 
propaganda cars. It is impossible to take part in the elections without 
money. The LDP can receive political contributions from economic circles 

and large enterprises. Candidates of various factions can get campaign funds 
from their faction leaders. The more money they have, the more propaganda 
methods they will adopt. With regard to campaign funds, the LPD is in a 
better position than the opposition parties. 





Third, the LDP has stronger bases in the rural areas. The Komeito Party, 

the Socialist Party, the Social Democratic Party and the Communist Party have 
their fixed as well as “uncommitted” votes." Because it rained during the 
elections last autumn, there were less voters and the LDP lost some of its 
uncommitted votes. This constituted one of the causes of its failure. Ac- 
cording to the meteorological statistics from previous years, 22 June is always 
a rainy day. If it really rains, it will be unfavorable to the LDP. 


According to public opinion polls conducted by the Japanese Broadcasting 
Association, people are concerned about the following problems during the 
elections: Prices, energy, foreign affairs, welfare and defense. 


Japanese banks announced on 13 June that the wholesale prices of commodities 
have gone down, 0.2 percent lower than those of April. This is the first 
drop in prices in the first 7 months of this year. This changed the issue 
of prices which was unfavorable to the LDP. 


Since the invasion of Afghanistan by the Soviet Union, Japanese public and 
private circles have been earnestly thinking about the problem of defense. 
During the elections, the LDP, the Social Democratic Party and the New 
Liberal Club have noted that they should maintain the Japan-U.S. security 
and defense treaty and strengthen defense capabilities. The Komeito Party 
holds that the Japan-U.S. security and defense treaty should be recognized 
now and that the self-defense force should be reorganized into a national 
guard in the future. Although the Socialist Party has suggested that the 
Japan-U.S. security and defense treaty should be abandoned and defense spend- 
iy not increased in its election platform, it temporarily cast aside the 
slogans of demilitarization and neutrality during the elections so as to 
unite with other parties. 


However, it is difficult to predict the results of the elections as there 
are various unforseeable factors.

[Text] tioscow's reaction to Japanese Prime Minister Ohira's death has 
attracted people's attention. 


According to a report by Japan's JIJI News Agency, Japanese diplomatic mis- 
sions abroad began to carry out condolence activities from the 13th. On the 
first day, no one from the Soviet Union went to offer their condolences. 
This news agency pointed out that this way of “breaking with diplomatic 
practice" appeared to show the Soviet "cold treatment" of Japan. 


Before this, Japan's KYODO News Agency also reported that after Prime 
Minister Ohira died, a Soviet personage concerned summed up the deeds of 
Ohira's regime into three aspects: 1) Strengthening military alliance with 
the United States; 2) Long-term friendship between Japan and China; and 

3) Strengthening military forces under the pretext of "Soviet threats." He 
held that Prime Minister Ohira was a “person who followed the United States 
in taking economic measures against the Soviet Union and boycotted the 
Olympics in Moscow." This person even expressed the hope that in the future 
Japan will have a "force which takes a soft policy toward the Soviet Union" 
as the real power of the Liberal Democratic Party. 


Moscow had long been dissatisfied with Prime Minister Ohira. It was unhappy 
about the efforts which the Ohira administration made to develop friendly 
relations between Japan and China. With the Soviet Union persisting in 
occupying four Japanese northern islands and stepping up military threats 
against Japan, the Ohira administration took a just stand of upholding na- 
tional sovereignty which greatly annoyed Moscow. After the Soviet Union in- 
vaded Afghanistan, the Japanese Government decided to apply "economic sanc- 
tions" against the Soviet Union in some respects and to boycott the Moscow 
Olympics; Moscow stamped its feet with fury over this. Before Ohira's death, 
Soviet newspapers and news agencies had already published one article after 
another flagrantly attacking the Japanese Government. After Prime Minister 
Ohira died, the Soviet Union disregarded diplomatic practice in the condolence 
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activities. Apart from expressing its dissatisfaction with the late 
Japanese Prime Minister, obviously it hoped to exert political pressure 
on Japan in an attempt to force the new government to take a “soft” atti- 
tude toward it. 





Although certain policies which Prime Minister Ohira implemented when he was 
alive were unreasonably attacked by the Soviet Union, they were extensively 
supported by people of all strata within Japan. This was due to the fact 

that developing the friendly and cooperative relations between Japan and China 
is the universal desire of the Japanese. Demanding the return of the northern 
territories, counterattacking the Soviet threats against Japan and condemning 
the Soviet aggressive actions in Asia also conform to the interests of the 
Japanese nation. Moscow is clear about this. The KYODO News Agency report 
said that the Soviet personage concerned pointed out himself: In the situa- 
tion where demanding the return of the northern territories has become "the 
general will of the Japanese nation," advocating a "tough line toward the 
Soviet Union" can be easily accepted by the voters. 


Since Moscow knows this, its dissatisfaction with the Ohira administration 
is virtually a dissatisfaction with "the general will of the Japanese nation." 
The way the Soviet officials offered their condolences over Prime Minister 
Ohira not only showed their cold treatment of the late Japanese leader but 


also barely exposed the hostility of the Moscow hegemonists toward the Japanese 
people!

West Europe Do When Faced With the Soviet Threat?--Former French Interior 
Minister Poniatowski Dwells on the Danger of the Soviet Attempt to Control 
West Europe in His Book 'L'Avenir N'Est Ecrit Nulle Part'"] 


[Text] Europeans who are concerned about the future: of the world are all 
thinking: How will the world situation develop frea now to the end of the 
century? What should people do? French political commentator Michel 
Poniatowski tried to answer these two questions in new book "L'Avenir N'Est 
Ecrit Nulle Part." 


Poniatowski was formerly a French Interior Minister. He is now the honorary 
president of the Republican Party and director of the Political Prospects 
Research Institute. Like the present President of France, Giscard d'Estaing, 
he is also a graduate of the "ENA" (Ecole Nationale d'Administration). They 
are close friends. He often travels abroad as the personal representative of 
the president and is regarded in Western media ad d'Estaing's important brain 
trust. When President d'Estaing held a French-Soviet summit meeting with 
Soviet leader Brezhnev in Warsaw recently, it was Poniatowski who went to 
Poland as an advance party to make secret arrangements under the orders of 
d‘Estaing. Poniatowski has written many works. "L'Avenir N'Est Ecrit Nulle 
Part," published in October 1978, is his last work published in the 1970s, 
coming after "A Choice of Hope" and "Showdown." 


In “L'Avenir N'Est Ecrit Nulle Part," the author did not waste much ‘ime in 
describing the details of the future of the world nor on an imagination that 
is too far from reality. He concentrated on looking back into history and in 
analyzing in detail the existing contradictions in the world. Based on this, 
he inferred the possible direction of the development of the situation. The 
author believes that great changes have occurred in the world in the past 30 
years. New industrial great powers have emerged, countries in Asia and Africa 
have gained their independence and the “bipolar world" of the United States 
and the Soviet Union “is gradually being replaced by a multipolar world." At 
present, alliances are changing, new coalitions are forming and a number of 
more comprehensive regional alliances might appear in the future. This 
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“multipelarigation” of the world has net only complicated political rela- 
tions, but alee brought new changes to economic relations, Under such 
circumstances, what should Lurope do? The author thinks that the only way 
out is for a “Buropean-African community” to become a reality. 


Alter retracting the changes in the growth and decline of the relative 
atrength of the Soviet Union and the United States since the 19608, the 

author holds that the global position of the United States has weakened while 
the Soviet Union is aggressively pushing forward all over the world. The 
author cites other writers in pointing out that the Soviet Union might over- 
take America to become a real superpower. The author thinks that Soviet 
external expansion follows MacKinder's geopolitical viewpoint, that is, taking 
hold of the “heartland” from the Ural to the Rhine River means control of the 
Eruasian “world island." Soviet expansion has come down in one continuous 
line since the old tears. Since the l6éth Century, Russia has never stopped 
pushing westward. in 1600, ite western borders were only 160 kilometers from 
Moscow. in 1795, the border was pushed to 900 kilometers west of Moscow and 
in 1815, to 1,400 kilometers. The author believes that “with the satel liza- 
tion of Central Burope, this boundary line has been extended to 2,200 kilome- 
tere from Moscow, closer to Parise than to the Soviet capital. Therefore, 
“Burope, for the firet time, is facing the danger of being destroyed.” Aside 
from a military threat, the Soviet Union is aleo trying to control West Europe 
without having to fight. The key is to “control energy and raw materials that 
are indispensable to Europe.” Once Russia controls the Middle East and 
Africa, it will instigate the oil producing countries to stage an embargo 

and create 4 serious crisis in West Europe. It will then ask for the with- 
drawal of American troops from Europe and achieve Europe's “neutralization.” 
The author believes that confronted with this grave situation, the most 
dangerous thing for the West is to allow “a repetition of the Munich tragedy." 
None of the West European countries can deal with the Soviet Union by them- 
selves. Therefore, they gust not do things in their own ways but must unite 
and build an independent nuclear force. France has a “special responsibility” 
in bringing about European unity. It gust “participate in the struggle for 
the defense of West Europe” when necessary. 


[4#K230825) The book “L'Avenir N'Eet Ecrit Nulle Part" also analyzes the 
problems of population, environmental pollution, functions of trade unions, 
international terrorist activities, the development of multinational corpora- 
tions and energy in Western society and supplies a great amount of historical 
and practical information. Experts of the "Roman Club," an organization 
formed by famous economists all over the world in 1957 have compared the 
natural resources of the earth to a piece of cake of a definite size. As the 
number of the “partakers” increases, each share becomes smaller and smaller 
until all that is left are crumbs. The author does not agree with this pes- 
simistic view. He points out that taking oi] as an example, 340 billion 
barrels have been extracted since the 19th Century. Up to early 1976, there 
were still 658 billion barrels of known extractable oil resources. Today, new 
oil fields are constantly being discovered and rich coal mines can still 
supply mankind for another 2,000 years. On the other hand, with the progress 
of science, mankind can find other forms of energy and might well enter into 
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the “era of inexhaustible energy.” Therefore, the author saya: “If we must 
use the analogy of 4 cake, then | must say that far from diminishing in size, 
it will expand like fermented dough.” The author does not feel pessimistic 
about the energy problem. Inetead, he worries about the possibility of some 
hegemoniate with ambitions of world conquest using their superior military 
capability to seize energy resources. 


A point worthy of mention is that shortly after the publication of the book, 
the French President brought forth the “Buropean-Arab-African" strategic 
scheme, Later, the French Minister of Foreign Trade aleo brought forth a 
proposal for a “marshall plan" type of European aid program for Africa. All 
these are vigorously advocated in the author's book. From this point, it can 
be seen that the main theses in the book not only come from the thoughts of 


the author himeelf. Thies is another reason the book deserves serious at ten- 
tion.

[Text] /The New Hebrides, which have been a joint Anglo-French condominium, 
are scheduled to become independent this 30 July. However, plantation 
owners started an armed rebellion on 28 May and seized control of one of 

the islands. The New Hebrides Government appealed to Britain and France for 
intervention. The situation there is still unstable. / 


The New Hebrides, a group of some 80 volcanic islets in the South Pacific 
with a population of about 94,000 and an area of 11,880 square kilometers, 
has been a joint Anglo-French condominium for the last 74 years, according 
to a 1906 agreement reached between Britain and France. Influenced by the 
surge of national liberation movements in the South Pacific, Britain and 
France have agreed to grant independence to the New Hebrides on 30 July. 


However, before the New Hebrides became independent, a revolt broke out on 
26 May on the territory's largest island of Espiritu Santo. The rebellious 
separatists, about 800 armed French-speaking Europeans and natives, were led 
by wealthy plantation owner Jimmy Stevens. The rebels seized government 
buildings on Espiritu Santo, took over the township's radio station, customs 
office and airport, cut off communications and imprisoned the district com- 
missioner and a dozen policemen. The secessionist revolt culminated in the 
unilateral proclamation of a “provisional government" of a breakaway new 
state of “Vemarama,” with Stevens as its “chief minister.” The rebels 
demanded secession from the New Hebrides Government. 


Walter Lini, chief minister and prime minister elect of the New Hebrides 
Government, noted that American businessmen associated with the Phoenix 
Foundation were behind the disturbances on the island. These businessmen, 
some people alleged, want to set up a tax-free zone on the island where 
operators will not be subjected to government control and do not have to pay 
taxes or carry out welfare projects. A meeting was held on 2 June between 
British Minister of State for Foreign Affairs Peter Blaker and French 








Secretary of State for Overseas Territories Paul Dijoud to discuss the situa- 
tion on the New Hebrides. Blake: declared after the meeting that the british 
and French governments "will supp.rt the democratically elected New Hebrides 
Government and carry out independence commitments." He called for settlement 
of differences between the New Hebrides Government and the rebels and said 
“further action will jointly be taken by Britain and France if there is no 
progresea in the negotiations." 


Protesting against British and French failure to quell the revolt, Lini with- 
drew from the negotiating table on 3 June. It was not immediately known 
whether Britain and France had decided on the joint or separate use of mili- 
tary and police unite deployed on the islands and whether it would be neces- 
sary to do eo. According to Lini's English-speaking Vanuaaka Party, if no 
action were taken by Britain and France, it would form its own forces to safe- 
guard peace and liberate the rebellious islands. The New Hebrides Government 
held an emergency cabinet meeting on 7 June to ask Britain and France to dis- 
patch military units to quell th secessionist rebellion on Espiritu Santo. 
Lini told reporters if the French Government disapproved of taking military 
action, he would ask Britain to do it. We added: “If no action is taken by 
them, we will ask the United Nations to dispatch a peace keeping force to 
assist us. The New Hebrides Government, according to Lini, had given up 
negotiating with the separatists. 


The abrupt eruption of disturbances on Espiritu Santo on the eve of inde- 
pendence also drew Washington's attention. A spokesman for the Carter 
administration said the U.S. Government “is conducting investigations to 
see whether American citizens are involved in breaking the criminal laws of 
the islands.” The spokesman declared the United States supports the terri- 
torial integrity of the New Hebrides and is prepared to give diplomatic 
recognition to the island group when it becomes independent. 


Whether the turmoil on the New Hebrides can be brought under control remains 
to be seen.

PAPER ON GUANGDONG'S ECONOMIC DEALINGS WITH FOREIGN COUNTRIES

[Text] The Guangdong Provincial CCP Committee recently held a large-scale 
report meeting in Guangzhou to convey the important comments of the CCP Cen- 
tral Committee and State Council on the minutes of the conference on Guang- 
dong and Fujian alone with the conference minutes. 


This is noteworthy news. It shows that Guangdong Province will enter a new 
stage in adopting special policies and flexible measures in its economic 
dealings with foreign countries. It appears that like Shenzhen Municipality-- 
the first “special economic zo..e" set up by China on a trial basis which is 
being watched with interest by the people of Hong Kong, Macau and other coun- 
tries--will soon announce a number of more specific measures. 


This report meeting was participated in by several thousand people. Obviously 
there were provincial-level cadres of departments concerned as well as respon- 
sible cadres at various local levels among the participants. We can say that 
it was a mobilization rally for ushering in a new stage of economic develop- 
ment in Guangdong. At this meeting, the provincial leaders conveyed the com- 
ments of the CCP Central Committee and State Council and other documents to 
cadres at various levels and explained to them the principled spirit of the 
Central Committee. This will encourage them and urge them on at the same 
time. Under the guidance of this principle, people can go ahead boldly with 
their work and accelerate their pace a little in the future. This is a very 
inspiring principle because it stresses the need to enliven the economy rather 
than making it lifeless. 


This report meeting disclosed for the first time information concerning the 
“minutes” of the conference on Guangdong and Fujian. 


It is reported that sometime before this May, Vice Premier Gu Mu of the 


State Council had personally come to Guangdong to preside over a conference 
on Guangdong and Fujian. Gu Mu is vice premier, secretary of the CCP Central 
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Secretariat in charge of economic conatruction and also chairman of the State 
Capital Construction Commission, He was naturally representing the authori- 
ties when he made this special trip south to preside over the conference. 
Accompanying him were responsible persons of the State Planning Commission, 
State Economics Commission, State Capital Construction Commission, Ministry 
of Finance, Ministry of Communications, Ministry of Foreign Trade, General 
Administration of Customs and other departments. From this atrong Lineup, 
we can see that the central authorities energetically support Guangdong and 
Fujian in setting the pace for the development of economic dealings with for- 
eign countries and have attached great importance to this matter. 





Since it was called a conference on Guangdong and Fujian, we believe it was 
participated in by responsible party and government persons of the two 
provinces, at least by Provincial CCP Committee secretaries, provincial 
governors and vice governors. It is reported that at the conference, respon- 
sible persons of the two provinces had read reports on the implementation of 
the special policies and flexible measures stipulated by the CCP Central Com- 
mittee and State Council for the two provinces since last July and talked about 
the experience and lessons gained since then. 


Handicapped by the lack of experience, particularly the lack of practical 
training on the part of cadres at all levels, Guangdong has witnessed confusion 
of this or that sort and even suffered losses in a small number of economic 
dealings since it first began its economic relations with foreign countries 
last year. However, we can say that overall some initial achievements have 
been made. Several thousand economic contracts and agreements have been signed 
with foreign merchants and businessmen from Hong Kong and Macau. Through such 
methods as accepting orders to process or assemble products with materials 
provided from abroad, compensative trade and joint ventures, Guangdong has 
imported some technical equipment and advanced technology and enlivened its 
economy. This is conducive to tapping the potentials and developing produc- 
tion. It was announced that last year, Guangdong's total volume of foreign 
trade and exports was 32 percent higher than in 1978; some increase was made 
in foreign exchange earnings and more than 60,000 new jobs were created. 
Business is brisk on all markets, including those serving dependents of over- 
seas Chinese. This is witnessed by many compatriots from Hong Kong and Macau 
who have returned to their home villages for visits. 


It is reported that the current conference has fully affirmed the achievements 
that have been made. It is particularly gratifying to know that in summing up 
experiences and lessons, the conference has stressed the need to keep forging 
ahead rather than retreating and pulling back in the face of confusion and 
shortcomings caused by a lack of experience. This fully shows that the cen- 
tral authorities have given Guangdong and Fujian enormous support and encourage- 
ment in setting the pace for developing economic relations with foreign coun- 
tries and reforming the economic system. 


The current report meeting has also disclosed that Guangdong's primary task 
is to concentrate on developing the Shenzhen special economic zone, the first 
of its kind in China. Not long ago, Marshal Ye personally went to the Shenzhen 
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special economic gone for an inapection. This shows that the central authori- 
tien have all along attached great importance to and cared about their first 
experimental special economic zone. The fact that the conference minutes 
were commented on so quickly also shows the determination of the central 
authorities, 


It ie reported that under the new situation, the scope of the Shenzhen special 
economic zone will be extended to cover the whole of Shenzhen Municipality 
rather than portions of it. At present, they are losing no time in revising 
their capital construction plans. From reliable sources, it has been learned 
that the parties concerned have already sent planes to carry out an aerial 
survey so that more accurate blueprints for the development of the special 
economic zone can be drawn. Meanwhile, to strengthen its leadership over the 
development of the special economic zone, Guangdong's leadership organ will 
assign senior cadres to reside in Shenzhen and take charge of the work of 

the special economic zone. 


"The spring breeze has already swept through the Yumen Pass." To those in 
Hong Kong and elsewhere who are concerned about the Shenzhen special economic 
zone, this should be good news.

"RENMIN RIBAO' DISCUSSES PHILOSOPHICAL IDEALISM

[Text] How should philosophical idealism in history be appraised? 

This has been a long-standing, big and thorny problem in the study of 

the history of philosophy. This is because we always link philosophy 

with politics and apply political criteria in judging theoretical problems 
on philosophy, thus obliterating the characteristics of philosophy. For 
this reason, I thi.k that a prerequisite to the correct appraisal of 
philosophical idealism in history is to break with the “theory of identity" 
between philosophy and politics. 


Philosophy and politics have always been related to each other. However, 
are the right and wrong in philosophy invariably linked with progress 

and reaction in politics? Materialism is definitely progressive and ideal- 
ism is bound to be reactionary--this formula has been prevalent for many 
years. A formula may be very convenient, but history is not so tame as 

to develop according to a formula. It develops according to its own 

law. 


In fact, on many occasions in the past, philosophical idealism served as 
an ideological weapon for the reactionary classes and hindered historical 
development. However, we are oversimplifying the complicated historical 
phenomena if we say that idealism always speaks for the interests of 

the reactionary classes and it can only play a reactionary role in society. 
Facts show that the theoretical achievements of many idealists had epoch- 
making significance in the history of philosophical development and, by 
dint of their theories, these idealists became ideological representa- 
tives of the progressive social forces of their times. German classical 
philosophy was a German theory for the French revolution and became the 
ideological guide to the German bourgeois revolution. In China, Wang 
Yangming's subjective idealism was criticized and repudiated as reactionary 
thinking in the past few years. In fact, by advocating “intuitive 








ability,” he held that everyone had the ability to independently distin- 
guish between right and wrong. He said: "Doctrine" means "the univer- 
sally applicable doctrine" and "learning" means "the universally applic- 
able learning" which no one, even Confucius himself, can monopolize and 
"pessess privately." "A sage is one who applies his intuitive knowledge." 
A "sage" is not unapproachable and mystical. Everyone can be a "sage." 
He advocated independent thinking and opposed superstition and blind 
Obedience. At that time, his arguments played a part in shattering the 
fetters imposed by the Confucian school of thought. The forerunners of 
modern ideology, such as Gong Zizhen, Wei Yuan, Kang Youwei and Tan 
Sitong, were invariably baptized by Wang Yangming's idealist thinking 
when they plunged into the social revolutior 


Of course, things are not to be lumped together just as the social role 
played by philosophical idealism in history is not unchahgeable. The 

same idealist thinking may play a certain role in one period of time but 
another role in another period. After the May 4 movement, Wang Yangming's 
idealist thinking became an ideological weapon for the landlord and bour- 
geois classes in opposing Marxism (Liang Shuming was an example) and even 
as a theoretical pillar of the Kuomintang fascist rule (Chiang Kai-shek 
was an example). Even under similar historical conditions, the same 
philosophical thinking might play different roles and even diametrically 
opposed roles in the hands of different people. After Hegel had died, 

the old and the young Hegelians seized hold of the different aspects of 
Hegelian thinking and made no efforts to transcend the confines of Hegel's 
idealism (Feuerbach was an exception), but their political inclinations 
were mutually antagonistic. These contradictions in the history of 
philosophy show that the social role played by a certain philosophical 
thinking, whether progressive or reactionary, is not fixed but changes 
according to the time, place and other conditions. 


We do not deny that some idealists played a progressive role in history 
because their viewpoints toward some problems were compatible with mater- 
ialism or dialectics. I do not agree with the argument that only mater- 
ialism or dialectics has progressive qualities while idealism or meta- 
physics can only be reactionary. The metaphysical method of thinking 
which dominated the ideologica) arena in Europe during the 17th and 18th 
centuries played a progressive role at that time. In Chinese history, 
Dong Zhongshu's thinking was both idealist and metaphysical. His theq- 
logical teleology characterized by “the communication between heaven and 
man" and his metaphysical thinking advocating that "heaven does not 
change, likewise the way of development of things does not change" were 
once regarded by us as a typical example of the philosophy of the reac- 
tionary classes. However, they were just a theoretical answer sought by 
the ruling classes during the early Han Dynasty to the questions about 
"the relation between heaven and man" and “the change from the ancient 
to the present times." Objectively they suited the political demands of 
the landlord class for consolidating the central autocratic rule in the 
early feudal society. Of course, this theory reflecting the needs of 
the landlord class in the ascendancy could only play a very narrow role 





in histo y. Before long, it became an utterly decadent feudal dogma. 
However, it is not convincing to say that Dong Zhongshu's thinking was 
reactionary and Emperor Wu of the Han Dynasty was progressive and to put 
the ideological representative and the political representative of the 
landlord class at that time in diametrically opposed positions. 


Lenin said that idealism meant fideism. So, some comrades ask: Has 
fideism any positive meaning which deserves to be confirmed? Fideism 
reminds us of religious idealism, which has always been spiritual opium 
to the people. However, on many occasions in history, the revolutionary 
peasants invariably hoisted a religious banner as their goal when they 
rose in rebellion. Some people hold that the thinking upheld by the 
peasants in an uprising was a "theological heresy." Although it was a 
“heresy,” it was still "theological." Others say that religion could 
only play a role in sabotaging the peasant uprising and lulling the 
peasants’ fighting will. Comrades holding this view forget that the most 
difficult thing was to organize the peasants who were in untold miseries 
but dared not offer resistance. This revolutionary fire could only be 
kindled by religion or a "heretic, theological" thinking and not by 
philosophical materialism. Some comrades also point out that during the 
period of the Taiping Heavenly Kingdom, the society for the worship of God 
was just a form and the oppression and exploitation of the peasants were 
the reality which played an essential role. It was true that this reality 
was the objective base on which the society for the worship of God became 
popular. Even if this society was just a form, we cannot say that it did 
not play any role at all. Otherwise, why was it that the peasants were 
invariably mobilized by a religious form during the peasants' uprisings 
in the past? 





[HK241047] Things seem to be very complicated. Why can a philosophical 
thought play so many different roles in society? Why can idealism also 
play a progressive role? These are questions which call for concrete 
analyses in the course of our study of the history of philosophy. Some 
people hold that they can discern the social role played by a kind of 
thought just by determining whether this thought is materialistic or 
idealistic. They mean that a thought itself reveals to us the actual 
social role it plays. If this is true, studying the history of philosophy 
is a waste of effort. 


The origins of progress or reaction, revolution or counterrevolution, lie 
within the political sphere and refer to people's political stand and 
attitude and social political thought. Certainly, a philosopher's politi- 
cal stand and attitude and social political thought are closely related 

to but are not the same as his philosophical thought. For example, a 
philosophical thought can be described as correct or wrong, profound or 
shallow. When we sometimes say idealism is reactionary to materialism, we 
just borrow a political term and do not mean that such a political cri- 
terion can be taken as the basis of evaluating a philosophical thought. 
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How can we imagine that a thought which is incompatible with objective 
reality and is not materialistic plays a progressive role? This question 
deserves discussion. A thought can be successful in practice only when 

it is compatible with objective reality (that is, only when it is materi- 
alistic), otherwise it will fail. Whether a philosophical thought is pro- 
gressive or reactionary is determined by the situation of political strug- 
gle at a given time and the stand and role of the people applying this 
thought in the political struggle and is not directly, positively related 
to its compatibility with objective reality. Evidently, we have confused 
success with progress and failure with reaction, which are different 
concepts. 


Of course, when we say that the progressive or reactionary nature is not 
determined by the philosophical thought itself, we do not deny that the 
philosophical thought has some internal factors which can be utilized. 
There are chiefly two reasons why idealism can be used to play a progres- 
sive role under given historical conditions. One reason is that it 
stresses man's subjective activity and spiritual consciousness. It may 
be regarded as an ideological weapon for people with lofty ideals. When 
these people carry out social reform, they have a very limited source of 
material strength. They can only resort to their subjective strength 
and pluck up their courage t« fight. This was why some progressive 
people of the modern era and during the final stage of Chinese feudal 
society welcomed the idealism advocated by Lu Jiuyuan and Wang Yangming. 
The other reason is that some branches of idealist thought are very rich 
in dialectical content. However, although idealism stresses man's subjec- 
tive activity, has dialectical content and is used to strive for progress 
and to elucidate progressive ideas, yet this does not wean that idealism 
itself is progressive in character, just as we oppose some idealist formu- 
lations or concepts--which have been used to play a reactionary role-- 
and call the idealist ideas reactionary. Therefore, the role played 

by a philosophical thought in daily life is chiefly determined by the 
way in which it is used, by the social conditions at that time and by 
the social stand and attitude of the people who use this philosophical 
thought. It has no inexorable internal relations with the idealistic or 
materialistic nature of this philosophical thought. 


The social role played by philosophical thought is a bright and colorful 
social phenomenon. Why do we always measure it with a fixed yardstick? 
The only reason can be found from our method of thinking. The formula 
that materialism is progressive and idealism is reactionary has long been 
regarded as the theory guiding our study of the history of philosophy. 

If we apply this formula, we will often fail to make an analysis by pro- 
ceeding from philosophical thought and will form a judgment according to 
the philosopher's political stand and thought or go in the reverse direc- 
tion to judge his political stand and thought by his philosophical 
thought. Raising an alarm, some people say that any history of philosophy 
written at variance with this formula is divorced from class struggle and 
two-line struggle. They hold a high-sounding reason, that is, the 








etrugele between the idealist line and materialiat line in philosophy is 
always 4 reflection of clase atruggle in society. It is true to say that 
@ atrugele (not just the two-line struggle, but the struggle between 
different branches of idealiam as well) in the philosophical field is 
commected in varying degrees with the current clase struggle; but such 
atrugele may not necessarily be “always” connected with the current class 
struggle. The reason is very simple. Philosophy is a theoretical out- 
line of the general laws of nature, society and thinking; it is based on 
the entire spectrum of social practice and not just on clase atruggle. 
Therefore, the two-line struggle in philosophy is connected with clase 
struggle and at the same time is aimed at exploring the truth about 
understanding and changing the world. Ite contents and causes are far 
more than the term clase struggle can embrace. Class struggle cannot be 
the ultimate source of philosophical etruggle. Philosophy has ite own 
law of development. Ite development is independent of the philosopher's 
Clase stand and desire. Oversimplifying the two-line struggle in phiioso- 
phy and regarding it as 4 struggle between two classes or political sects 
is to deny the special law of philosophy as a subject of etudy and to mix 
up the history of philosophy and the history of general politics or poli- 
tical thought. 


[HK241050] Should we not uphold the philosophical principle of partw 
spirit? This is another question some people ask. I do not see why 
correct appraisal or philosophical idealism in history is contradictory 
to the philosophical principle of party spirit. In fact, upholding the 
correct appraisal of philosophical idealism in history is for the purpose 
of upholding the philosophical principle of party spirit because the 
principle of party spirit based on the Marxist philosophy takes scienti- 
fic nature as its precondition. What is the philosophical principle of 
party spirit? According to Engels and Lenin, there has not yet been a4 
system of philosophical thought that has been able to separate itself 
from either the idealist group or the materialist group and a study of 
the history of philosophy is to find out to which of these two groups a 
system of philosophical thought belongs. Whether a system of philosophi- 
cal chought is materialistic or idealistic is determined by whether the 
philosopher takes thinking or being as primary. If we uphold the philo- 
sophical principle of party spirit without linking it with this basic 
philosophical issue, we shall mix up the philosophical party spirit and 
the political party spirit and may even take the philosophical party 
spirit as class nature. 


The facts show that this is true. Some comrades say that in orde: to 
uphold the philosophical principle of party spirit it is necessary to 
uphold the idea that different philosophical schools represent the 
interests of different classes or social strata. How will this method 
explain the numerous phenomena in the history of philosophy? During the 
period of the warring states, Zi Si and Mencius on the one side and Zhuang 
Zi on the other side were idealists but were not of the same party. 





During the Song and Ming dynasties, Cheng Yi, Cheng Hao and Zhu Xi on 
the one side and Lu Jiuyuan and Wang Yangming on the other side seemed 
to be of the same party but were in dispute with one another. The 
aftermath of their dispute lasted for several centuries. These facts 
show that mixing up philosophical party spirit with political party 
epirit cannot help reveal the rich contents and basic law of the history 
of philosophy but will provide shelter for the lazy thinkers who are 

ill with chronic troubles of metaphysics. 


Then, are we not required to reveal the relations between philosophical 
thought and clase struggle? Of course, we are required to do eo. The 
point is that we should do so not by upholding the philosophical princi- 
ple of party spirit but by applying the method of clase analysis. For 
many years, we thought that upholding clase analysis meant upholding the 
philosophical principle of party spirit. According to the method of 
Class analysia, in studying and analyzing 4 philosophical thought, we 
should not be satisfied just with theoretically determining its trend 
and achievements. At the came time, we should find out which clase's 
interests this thought defended and which class's political needs it 
served at that time. The problems which philosophical thought seeks to 
solve are different from those which are to be solved by upholding the 
philosophical principle of party epirit. To confuse class analysis with 
the upholding of the principle of party spirit or substitute class 
analysis for the upholding of the philosophical principle of party 
spirit will invariably lead to weing political progress or reaction to 
replace the philosophical distinction between materialiam and idealian.

{Text} On he 45th anniversary of Qu Qiubai's heroic death, the National 
Federation of Literature and Art Workers, the All-China Writers Assoc ia- 
tion and the Chinese Academy of Social Sciences held forums in memory of 
thie revolutionary martyr who had been so such slandered and misunderstood. 


Indeed, this courageous fighter who had devoted all his ardent spirits 

to the revolutionary cause was once ruthlessly persecuted by Wang Ming's 
line. He was expelled from the leadership of the central authorities 

and slandered as a “compromiser.” After hie death, a falee charge was 
even made against him by Lin Biao and the gang of four. Hie grave was 
destroyed and he was slandered as a “traitor.” Looking back upon this 
past event, can we not help feeling regret and falling into deep thoughts? 


Qu Qiubai was open and above-board all through his life. He was very 
diligent and scored outstanding achievements. He was the earliest one to 
introduce the actual situation of the Russian October Revolution, partici- 
pated in the ideological construction during the period when the party 
wae firet established and promoted the firet cooperation between the KMT 
and the CCP. In particular, after the failure of the war of the sorthern 
expedition, he presided over the "7 Auguet" emergency meeting and led the 
whole CCP in opposing armed counterrevolution with armed revolution, 
ushering in a new historical stage in armed struggle. Later, he also 
worked with Lu Kun and opened up a new road in proletarian culture, thus 
establishing his significant historical position in the history of China's 
revolution. However, Qu Qiubai was by no means free from shortcomings 
and mistakes. His ideological journey was also not without complications 
and contradictions. It was quite unavoidable that an intellectual brought 
up from an impoverished family of goverment officials had carried with 
him some gray and decadent ideological sentiments. The “Some Redundant 
Words” he drafted while in prison revealed such an unhealthy state of 
mind. He was sentimentally attached to the life of an intellectual and 





regarded the heavy responsibility he shouldered as a political leader 

a mere “misunderstanding in history.” The whole piece of writing was 
filled with the sentiments of lament, distress, despondence and remorse. 
It later aleo became “evidence” used by Lin Biao and the gang of four in 
slandering him for “abjectly begging for mercy," “capitulating and becom- 
ing 4 renegade” and “betraying the revolution.” 


This actually calle for deep thought, because it involves the yardstick 
for appraising the meritorious achievements and mistakes of personali- 
ties (including both the dead and the living). Hit by the ultraleftiet 
ideological trend, people have treated revolutionaries in real life as 
some kind of conceptually perfect men. Heroes should be people like Li 
Yuhe in “The Red Lantern” and Yang Zirong in “Taking Tiger Mountain By 
Strategy." They should not have the slightest flaw. Also, there should 
be no exposure that the characters have grown up amid contradictions in 
ideology and personality. In case there are any contradictions or flaws, 
they will be slandered with all kinds of fabricated charges. What is 
even more serious, people have used a sort of distorted criterion of 
behavior in evaluating and selecting cadres. As a result, there has 
been a lose of grounds on which to make appraisals and to initiate promo- 
tion and demotion among the ranks of cadres. This has impaired cadre 
enthusiasm and sown discord in the sincere feelings between cadres and 
the party, bringing about serious losses to the revolutionary cause. 
Thie has partly been due to the fact that some people have improperly 
handled policies and partly because some people have formed cliques to 
pursue selfish interests. 


The 17 June RENMIN RIBAO published a commentator's articie on “Prevent- 
ing an Outflow of Talented People.”

QINGHAI MAN SENTENCED TO 7 YEARS IN OPEN TRIAL

[Excerpts] According to our sources, the Xining Municipal Intermediate Peo- 
ple's Court held an open trial at the (Nanmenwai) Gymnasium this morning and 
sentenced the accused, (Ma Jiwen), to 7 years’ imprisonment accordint to law 
for infringing citizens’ personal rights. Thies open trial was attended by 
more than 7,000 persons. 


(Ma Jiwen), a male aged 40, [words indistinct] is a native of Liaoyang County 
in Liaoning Province. Prior to the great cultural revolution in 1966, he was 
a worker. When the Qinghai Provincial Revolutionary Committee was established 
in 1967 he was promoted to vice chairman of this committee in the capacity of 
people's representative. On 14 June 1977, following the smashing of the "gang 
of four", it was decided that he would be suspended from work, isolated from 
the masses and that his behavior would be investigated. He was detained [Ju 
Liu] on 21 July and arrested [Dai Bu] on 9 December 1977 according to law. 

On 19 June 1980 the Xining Municipal People's Procuratorate brought public 
charges against him in Xining Municipal Intermediate People's Court for in- 
fringing on citizens’ personal rights. The criminal court of the KXining 
Municipal Intermediate People's Court set up a collegiate bench on 19 June 
1980 and tried this case according to law on 23 June. Now the trial has been 
conc luded. 


The investigation revealed that from April to August 1968, (Ma Jiwen), in 
collusion with (Zhang Xuewen) and others, illegally arrested 64 cadres, 
workers, teachers, and students at former party schools and CYL schools on 
the charge of rebelling against “the February counter-current” and [words 
indistinct]. He also illegally searched 32 persons and cooked up charges 
against them and interrogated them illegally. 


Having announced the judgement, the Xining Municipal Intermediate People's 
Court pointed out: If (Ma Jiwen) does not agree with the court decision, he 
may appeal to the Qinghai Provincial Higher People's Court within 10 days 
after receiving the court verdict.

[Excerpts] According to LIAONING RIBAO reports, the three northeast provinces 
recently held a conference on press coordination to discuss how to do a good 
job in disseminating economic information, particularly industrial information, 
after shifting the work emphasis of the entire party to socialist modernization. 


The conference held that continuing the emancipation of minds and deeply criti- 
cizging the ultraleft line are still among the major iseves for improving the 
dissemination of industrial information. It is necessary to get rid of the 
ideology of small-scale peasants, the feudal system, the ultraleft line and 
the (?military method). At present, it is particularly necessary on the in- 
dustrial front to combat the leftist ideological tendency of negating commodity

The 
knowledge of disseminating industrial information should be highly regarded 
as 4 means to stimulate the development of productive forces. In writing all 
news items, including those on important meetings, conferences and sessions, 
important reports made by leading personnel, and on the introduction of impor- 
tant experiences and technologies, attention should be paid to using journalis- 
tic value. By no means should we write news reports excessively long and with 
excessive detail. It is also necessary for newspapers to win over the broad 
masses of people to take part in the press work through various means. 
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The conference on press coordination sponsored by the three northeast 
provinces was held in Shenyang Municipality from 16 to 21 June. Attending 
the conference were responsible comrades from the three province=run news- 
papere; from a number of municipality=run newspapers in the three provinces; 
from the minority language newspapers; and from the propaganda departments 
and the offices of information of the three Provincial CCP Committees; as 
well as a qumber of reporters from the bureaus of information of the three 
provinces.

The article says, in implementing the party's policy toward intellectuals, a 
prominent question now is the selection of talented people from among intel- 
lectuals.

2. Assigning positions according to seniority. This is a big obstacle 
currently blocking the selection of talented people. We must take every pos- 
sible measure to resolutely break this convention of assigning positions 
according to the seniority of service and to clear the way for advancement 
for many many outstanding, talented people. 


3. Demanding perfection and nitpicking. Some people are both virtuous and 
capable but are often not promoted because they are nitpicked at by others 
over some trifling errors. 


4. Being jealous of talented and capable people. This individualist men- 
tality is very dangerous and has become an unhealthy tendency seriously 
threatening the maturation of talented people. 
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In short, we must create better conditions for the maturation of great num- 
bere of talented people and encourage the practice of cherishing, loving 
and boldly using talented people. 


The article points out that party organizations at all levels must further 
atrengthen ideological and political work among intellectuals. Respecting 

and cherishing intellectuals does not mean only saying things that are pleasing 
to their ears. The more we cherish intellectuals, the more ideological and 
political work we must do among them, particularly among young intellectuals. 
Praise without education does more harm than good to the intellectuals. Party 
organizations must encourage and guide intellectuals to study Marxism-Leninism- 
Mao Zedong thought, educate them in the four basic political principles and 
organize them to study the party's principles and policies.

*GONGREN RIBAO': WORKERS DEMAND RETRIAL IN FATAL MINE INCIDENT

[Text] Beijing, 21 Jun--GONGREN RIBAO today publishes on its front page three 
letters from readers strongly demanding a retrial in a serious incident that 
occurred at the Songshuzhen Coal Mine under the Tonghua Mining Bureau in Jilin 
Province. 


The three letters were sent by: The entire body of cadres of the labor pro- 
tection department under the Beijing Municipal Labor Protection Bureau; Wang 
Weirui, Zhang Changfa and Zhong Yanling, Beijing Municipal Construction Engi- 
neering Bureau safety operation cadres; and worker (7?Yang) Yognen and other 
comrades of the second construction site of the Beijing Municipal No. 3 Build- 
ing Construction Company. 


They pointed out in the letters that the judgment rendered by the Hunjiang 
Municipal People's Court on the serious incident that occurred at the Gonghua 
Mining Bureau's Songshuzhen coal mine is too lenient, thus "failing to uphold 
state law or assuage popular indignation." They held that this incident repre- 
sents a typical case whereby regulations are violated by forcing workers to 
labor under dangerous conditions while ignoring personal safety considerations. 
They also held that those who are responsible for this dereliction of duty who 
acted with utter disregard for human life must be severely punished. 


GONGREN RIBAO published an editor's note with these three letters. The edi- 
tor’'s note points out: 52 workers were killed and 6 others seriously injured 
during a serious accident that occurred at the Songshuzhen coal mine under 
the Tonghua Mining Bureau in Jilin Province. Two persons who are mainly 
responsible for this incident were publicly tried by the Hunjiang Municipal 
People's Court on 31 May. Li Lianfu, deputy party secretary and concurrently 
head of the Songshuzhen Coal Mine, was sentenced to 3 years imprisonment with 
a 4-year reprieve, and Li Yunsong, deputy head of the Songshuzhen Coal Mine 
and concurrently head of the No. 1 shaft, was sentenced to 2 years imprison- 
ment with a 3-year reprieve. Some readers have written this paper, pointing 
out that the lenient judgment in this serious case has failed to uphold the 
dignity of law and discipline. We would like to ask the departments concerned 
to pay attention to the opinions of the masses and open a new trial of this 
serious incident involving injury and death so as to strictly enforce the law 
and effectively protect the workers’ safety and health in their daily lives.

[Excerpts] Since the party shifted its work focus, how to carry out the 
party's propaganda work at grassroots units including every plant, mine, 
enterprise, commune and brigade in the rural areas and how to earnestly 
strengthen propaganda and educational work at the grassroots level have be- 
come important questions which urgently require immediate research and solu- 
tion by party organizations and propaganda departments at various levels in 
town and country. 


The editorial points out: To strengthen grassroots propaganda work, it is 
necessary to solve some outstanding problems. Since the party shifted its 

work focus, some leading cadres and propaganda cadres have gotten two erroneous 
ideological perceptions. One is: As the focus has shifted from taking class 
struggle as the key link in economic construction, propaganda work takes 

second place. Propaganda departments are no longer that important, and there 
are not many things to do. Another is: Now that socialist modernization is 
the most important subject in politics, it does not matter whether there is 
propaganda work or not, and propaganda cadres are of no use. 


We should understand that the modernization program cannot be realized without 
the leadership and assurance of political work. The shift of the whole party's 
work focus is only designed to change the tasks of propaganda work, and it sets 
a still higher demand on it. It does not mean abolition. 


The editorial points out: To grasp the formation of a contingent of grass- 
roots propaganda cadres well is a matter which requires immediate implementa- 
tion in order to fulfill the propaganda work task to grassroots units. Propa- 
ganda cadres should be quickly provided to those grassroots party organizations 
having none. Appropriate job readjustments may be made for some comrades who 
are not good at propaganda work but are familiar with the business of other 
professions. 


Propaganda work should be conducted around the central task and should serve 
it. However, cadres assigned to propaganda work should not grasp the central 
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task only to the neglect of propaganda work. It is necessary to change the 
practice of "dismantling a machine in order to use its parts." Propaganda 
departments of party committees at various levels should strengthen the 
guidance over propaganda work at grassroots units; quickly transmit the 
guidelines of documents issued by party committees at the higher level; 
organize study, summing up and exchanging experiences; conscientiously do 
a good job in training grassroots propaganda cadres; and constantly raise 
their ideological level and professional ability. 


Propaganda work should never rely on full-time propaganda cadres alone. In 
order to regularize and institutionalize grassroots propaganda work and to 

do good work among the masses, it is necessary to form grassroots mass propa- 
ganda contingents composed of lecturers, propagandists, instructors in politi- 
cal theory, party class teachers, announcers and storytellers. Propaganda 
departments of party committees should seriously take firm control of the 
contingents.

[Zhou Enlai's three letters to Party and Government Organizations in Huaian 
County, Jiangeu, written between 1956 and 1958--publieshed in 22 June Beijing 
Newspapers | 


[Text] A letter written by Comrade Zhou Enlai on 29 October 1956 says: The 
Huaian County People's Council: A few daya ago, I received a letter from the 
county people's hospital and learned that @y aunt recently had a relapse. Tao 
Hua also wrote to me, saying that you have often sent someone to see my aunt 
and give her medical treatment. Thank you for your kind attention and care. 
We know that my aunt's disease is incurable. She will still have to trouble 
you for whatever treatment is needed from now on. Please have her treated 
by the County People's Hospital, and do not send her eleewhere for treatment. 
If she should fail to respond to treatment, please make arrangements for her 
funeral for me. But all arrangements should be made in the spirit of economy 
and simplicity. I am sending 200 yuan renminbi for medical and funeral ex- 
penses. If this is not enough, please pay the difference for me for the time 
being and write me about the actual amount spent, and I will send you the 
difference. With best wishes, Zhou Enlai.” 


Comrade Zhou Enlai was away on official business when his aunt died. So 
Comrade Deng Yingchao wrote a letter to the Huaian County People's Council, 
again saying that "if the money we previously sent is insufficient to pay the 
expenses, please let us know and we will remit the difference to you.” 


Since the difference was not auch, the Huaian County People's Council did not 
inform Comrade Zhou Enlai of the matter. However, Comrade Zhou Enlai did not 
let the matter drop. He had his office write a letter to the Huaian County 
People's Council on 13 March 1957: “Please mail to this office the documents 
on the funeral expenses for the premier’'s aunt after her death last year for 
submission to the premier. The premier said that the money would be deducted 
from his salary and remitted to you." So the Huaian County People's Council 
told Comrade Zhou Enlai of the actual expenses. 


On 19 April 1957 Comrade Zhou Enlai wrote another letter to the Huaian County 
People's Council. The letter says: “Responsible comrades of the Huaian County 
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People's Council: Your letter has been received, For several years you 

have cared for and looked after my aunt. flspecially during her illness and 
hospitalisation, all that you have done for her health and treatment in hos- 
pital have caused you 4 lot of trouble. I wish to express my special thanks 
to you. My aunt is survived by Tao Hua and other members of her family. From 
now on her living expenses will be provided by me, and the local government is 
asked not to give her any further special care. Enclosed please find 25 yuan, 
the amount | owe you for the funeral and burial of my aunt. With beat wishes, 
Zhou Enlai." 


When Comrade Zhou Enlai Learned that the Huaian County People's Council was 
preparing to repair hie former residence, he wrote a letter on 29 June 1958, 
which reads: “Comrade Ruxiang and please forward this to the Huaian County 
Party Committee: I received a letter from my younger brother's wife, Tao 

Hua, and learned that the County People's Council was planning to repair our 
family house. I think this is absolutely out of the question. It is on 

record that | have already asked a comrade in my office to relay the message 

by phone. In the early post-liberation days, the county government rebuilt 

my family house, which made me feel extremely uneasy. At that time I con- 
sidered turning the old house over to the state for disposal. However, be- 
cause my aunt was then still living, and because | was afraid that if the 
house was turned over to the state it could be made into a memorial site, which 
would be even worse, I have kept putting the matter off till now. Now I would 
like to take this opportunity to send some money to you to first have the leaks 
repaired and then turn over all the house and yards, except the rooms occupied 
by Tao Hua, to the state f. lisposal. 


"Tao Hua should collect no more rent. 1! will write to Tao Hua about this at 
the same time. I am enclosing 50 yuan renminbi. If this amount is insuffi- 
cient, | will send more. After the house and yards are taken over by the 
state, | have two requests to make: 1) This house must not be turned into a 
memorial site for people to visit. In case people ask about it, you may say 
that | have written to deny that it was the house where I was born, and that 
1 am opposed to opening it to visitors. In fact, I learned from my aunt when 
she came to Beijing years ago that the house in which my widowed mother and 

I lived in my childhood had long since been burned to the ground. Therefore, 
all the hearsay from others is unreliable; 2) Provided that the state has no 
other need for the house, it is best not to ask the current tenants to move. 
Please do as you see fit with regard to the second request. As to my first 
request, I ask your compliance by all means. Otherwise, I will keep writing 
and asking you until you do. Moreover, my family had a little graveyard, and 
I cannot remember where it was. If Huaian should advocate leveling the graves 
and some people should find my family graveyard, please adopt the method of 
deep burial and consider the matter settled. There is no need to ask my 
opinion. This letter will serve as proof of my consent. My family affairs 
have caused you a lot of trouble. Please accept my thanks. Wishing you good 
health, Zhou Enlai.”

{Text} In the early part of 1967, Lin Biao and the “gang of four" framed up 
a case against Comrade Liu Shaoqi for putting forward a capitulationist line 
of ‘the new stage of peace and democracy.’ Following that, more filth was 
flung on this old prestigious revolutionary of our party who fought more than 
40 years for the cause of the proletarian revolution. He was ruthlessly at- 
tacked and persecuted, and in the end, died unavenged in November 1969. 


More than a decade has elapsed since the death of this great Marxist--Comrade 
Liu Shaoqi. However, “history itself is the judge" and no one can tamper 

with history. (Marx and Engles: Collected Works, vol 12, p 5) Today, we 
must also return to history ite original features and use a host of facts to 
lay bare the swindle perpetrated by Lin Biao and the “gang of four" on the 
question of "the new stage of peace and democracy" and expose their conspiracy. 


First, let us take a look at how is scum of history flagrantly leveled their 
charges against Comrade Liu Shaoqi. 


In the 1960s, the first to bring up the subject of Liu Shaoqi having a capi- 
tulationist line of “the new stage of peace and democracy" was Qi Benyu. 
Although he was a self-styled leftist in reality he was a buffoon of history. 
On 8 January 1967, in a talk with representatives of several mass organizations, 
he slandered Comrade Liu Shaoqi on the question of "the new stage of peace and 
democracy.” In an article entitled “Patriotism or National Betrayal" published 
on 1 April 1967, he said: Liu Shaoqi “was terrified of the invasion of U.S. 
imperialism and its jackals long before the victory of the war of resistance 
against Japan. He was pessimistic and in despair about China's future and 
actively pushed a national capitulationist and class capitulationist line of 
"the new stage of peace and democracy’ in the party." 
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After that, this “theorist” without any theoretical work to his credit said 

at an enlarged seasion of the military commission held on 13 April 1967; 

"After the war of resistance against Japan, Liu Shaoqi was afraid of war and 
revolution, He cherished the illusion of peace and put forward a capitula- 
tionist line. He made a report entitled "The New Stage of Peace and Democracy" 
on 1 Feburary 1947. In this report he wantonly disseminated his illusion 
regarding the Kuomintang and Chiang Kai-shek, propagated capitulationiam and 
parliamentary struggle, abolished armed struggle and advocated abolishing 
direct party leadership over the army and placing the people's armed forces 
under the unified command of the Kuomintang." He also said: "'The situation 
and our policy after the victory in the war of resistance against Japan’ put 
forward by Chairman Mao on 13 August was aimed at the capitulationist line in 
the party.” 

Under the direct order or influence of Lin Biao and the “gang of four," such 
criticisms were often published in the press. Typical among these are "the 
bankruptcy of China's ‘parliamentary enthusiast'" written by the editorial 
departments of the Shanghai WEN HUI BAO, JIEFANG RIBAO and ZHIBU SHENGHUO car- 
ried in RENMIN RIBAO on 12 August 1967; "a reactionary program of capitula- 
tionism--refuting the theory of ‘the new stage of peace and democracy' of 
China's Khrushchev" published on 19 September and "a two-man comic show per- 
formed by Liu Shaoqi and Chiang Kai-shek--exposing the counterrevolutionary 
essence of ‘the new stage of peace and democracy'” published on 1 December 
1968. 


After that, in the draft political report of the Ninth CCP Congress, the 
“chronicle of the Lin family--'A history of the inner-party struggle between 
the two lines’" and “in commemoration of the 50th anniversary of the Chinese 
Communist Party," Lin Biao and the “gang of four" continued their criticism 
of Liu Shaoqi's so-called “capitulationist line of ‘China has embarked on the 
new stage of peace and democracy.'" 


Up to the eve of the fall of the “gang of four," the “lecture notes on the 
history of the Chinese Communist Party" prepared by the former Shanghai 

Municipal Party Committee and the private team of the "gang of four” still 
systematically carried out an attack with full force on Comrade Liu Shaoqi. 


On this important issue, Lin Biao and the “gang of four’ fully distorted the 
true picture of history and completely confounded merit and demerit as well 
as right and wrong in history.

Was “the new stage of peace and democracy" a personal line put forward by 
Comrade Liu Shaoqi? Was it a capitulationist line? The answer of history is 
no. This formulation or similar formulations were determined by the CCP Cen- 
tral Committee at about the time of the victory of the war of resistance 
against Japan. It was our party's correct reflection of the strong desire of 
the masses and the kind of situation our party worked hard to bring about. 
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(HKO91810) Let us not talk about things too far back for the time being. 

On 24 April 1945, Comrade Mao Zedong in his political report "On Coalition 
Government" delivered at the "Seventh Congress" of the party clearly stated 
trom the very beginning the demands of the Chinese people. The report pointed 
out that the basic demands of the people after the war would be: to convene a 
national assembly on a broad basis and set up a formally constituted govern- 
ment which will build an independent, free, democratic, united, prosperous and 
powerful New China. The report sharply criticized the Kuomintang but still 
expressed the hope of eventually cooperating with the Kuomintang in recon- 
structing the country. So-called "coalition government" stood for a govern- 
ment composed of representatives of the communist party, the Kuomintang, the 
democratic leagues and people with no party affiliation. The "Seventh 
Congress" of the party approved this report, laid down the correct political 
line and affirmed the policy of continued cooperation with the Kuomintang 
after the war. 


About the time of victory in the war of resistance against Japan, our party 
again pointed out: A new civil war will be a disaster and the Chinese people 
must put an end to the civil war. The Kuomintang must abolish one-party dic- 
tatorship and establish a democratic coalition government. (Mao Zedong: 
Selected Works, one-volume edition, pp 1018, 1043 and pp 1047-1048) 


On 13 August 1945, Comrade Mao Zedong made a speech entitled "The Situation 
and Our Policy After the Victory in the War of Resistance Against Japan." 
That "theorist" claimed that this “was aimed at the capitulationist line in 
the party." This was utterly reckless and irresponsible. As everyone knows, 
there was no capitulationist line in the party prior to 13 August. This 
famous speech should no doubt be highly appraised. However, since it was a 
speech delivered at a meeting of cadres in Yanan, the CCP Central Committee 
did not transmit the complete text to the whole party. When it was included 
in "Selected Works of Mao Zedong," not only were changes made in the wordings, 
but there were also minor additions or deletions in the important content. 
Therefore, we think that “the declaration on the present situation" made by 
the CCP Central Committee on 25 August is the most important document for 
studying this phase of history. However, in the past we have not given enough 
publicity to this declaration which has great importance and far-reaching 
significance. 


Two days before the declaration was issued on 23 August, the CCP Central 
Committee issued an important directive to the various strategic districts. 
The main content of the directive mainly covered the four following points 

on the question of peace. 1) The stage of the war of resistance has ended 
and the new stage is one of peaceful construction. Britain, the United States 
and the Soviet Union all need peace and so do the Chinese people, and now the 
stage of peaceful construction has arrived. In the past we were faced with a 
formidable enemy and today we are faced with the ravages of war. We cannot 
afford a civil war. There is an actual basis for the three major slogans of 
peace, democracy and unity, but partial civil war cannot be avoided. 

2) Chiang Kai-shek has not changed his policy of seeking to destroy us and 
moreover has temporarily adopted a policy of peace but is making preparations 
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to destroy us in the future. We need peace and must make use of his policy 
to destroy them in the future. 3) The "Seventh Congress" mentioned that 

the Chinese revolution will be protracted and tortuous. Lt said that we must 
act now, do mass work, win votes, form a coalition government and take the 
tortuous road. 4) The program of peace, democracy and unity must be pub- 
lished. This important directive evidently was to “inform” the senior cadres 
of the party in advance and unify their thinking. (To our knowledge, this 
was the meaning of the "new stage of peace and democracy" first put forth in 
this document of the CCP Central Committee) 


On 25 August, the CCP Central Committee published "the declaration on the 
present situation." The declaration pointed out: "A new era, an era of 
peaceful construction has come to the whole of China and the whole world!" 

The declaration put forth the three major slogans of "peace, democracy and 
unity” and pointed out: "The important tasks before our whole nation are: 
strengthening unity in the country, insuring peace in the country, realizing 
democracy and improving the people's life so as to achieve national unifica- 
tion on the basis of peace, democracy and unity, build an independent, free 
and prosperous New China and cooperate with Britain, the United States and 

the Soviet Union and all our allies in consolidating permanent international 
peace. The declaration called upon the Kuomintang government to immediately 
put into effect six emergency steps, the most important of which were: 
recognizing the people's elected governments and anti-Japanese armed forces 

in the liberated areas and establishing a national democratic coalition govern- 
ment. In the declaration, the CCP Central Committee announced its willingness 
to cooperate with the Kuomintang and other democratic parties on a permanent 
basis. On 28 August, the Yanan JIEFANG RIBAO published an editorial entitled 
"The Road Sign of a New Era--The Declaration of the CCP Central Committee on 
the Current Situation." The editorial said: "A new era of peaceful construc- 
tion has begun!" "This is a fundamental change of an epoch making nature." 

In pointing out the important significance of the declaration of the CCP Cen- 
tral Committee, the editorial said: "It has put forth a general policy for 
the forthcoming era of peaceful construction: Peace, democracy and unity." 
"Peace, democracy and unity will be the basic slogan of the Chinese Communist 
Party and Chinese people in the era of peaceful construction." 


[HKO91818] On 27 August, the CCP Central Committee in an inner-party directive 
pointed out: The new era for peaceful construction has begun. The CCP and the 
Kuomintang must readjust their relationship and avoid a civil war. On 28 August 
comrades Mao Zedong, Zhou Enlai and Wang Ruofei went to Chongqing for the peace 
talks. The whole nation was jubilant and this act was acclaimed both in China 
and abroad. The aim of our party in agreeing to the talks was to strive for 
genuine peace and oppose sham peace. 


After 23 August, formulations or relevant formulations for a “new stage of 
democracy and peace" were common occurances. For example: 


On 24 August, Comrade Mao Zedong in reply to the cable of Chiang Kai-shek 
said: "I am most willing to meet you, sir, and discuss with you the major 
programs for the peaceful construction of the country." (Chongqing DAGONG 
BAO, 25 August 1945) 
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On 26 August, the CCP Central Committee in an inner-party notice pointed out 
the possible appearance of "a new stage of peaceful development." (Ibid. 
p 1051) 


On 5 September, Comrade Mao Zedong in an interview with the reporter of 
DAGONG BAO said: "Civil war can definitely be avoided." (Chongqing DAGONG 
BAO, 6 September 1945) 


On 13 September, Comrade Mao Zedong in a statement published in Chongqing 
said: "The most important thing to China is peace." "We communists hope 
that good results will come from the talks so that China can shift from the 
war of resistance to the era of peaceful construction." 


On 18 September, Comrade Mao Zedong at a tea party given by the councillors 
pointed out: The new era from now on should be peaceful development and 
peace and national reconstruction." (See "Struggle for Peace" XINHUA RIBAO 
Publishing House, November 1945) 


On 27 September, in reply to a question from REUTER'S reporter (Gambell), 
Comrade Mao Zedong pointed out: "At present, China only needs a policy of 
peace and national reconstruction." "No matter what, the Chinese Communist 
Party will adhere to the policy of avoiding a civil war." 


On 8 October, Comrade Mao Zedong in a speech at the magnificent banquet 
given by Zhang Zhizhong said: "China today has only one road, and that is 
peace. We should value peace, and all other plans are wrong." "Peace and 
cooperation should be on a permanent basis. Everybody must be of one mind 
and not make other plans. We must plan for long-term cooperation!" (XINHUA 
RIBAO 9 October 1945) 


On 10 October, the representatives of the Chinese Communist Party and the 
Kuomintang signed a "summary of conversations" (or "the double tenth agree- 
ment") This was an important historical document. Article One stipulated: 
"On the basic policy for peace and national reconstruction, we unanimously 
hold that China's war of resistance against Japan has already come to a close, 
and the new stage of peace and national reconstruction will soon begin." 


On 13 October, JIEFANG RIBAO in an editorial entitled "The Results and Future 
Tasks of the CCP-KMT talks" said: "Peace, democracy, unity and unification 
have alreudy become the basic policy of the whole country." 


On 17 October, in "On the Chongqing Negotiations" Comrade Mao Zedong said: 
"Now that the ‘10 October agreement’ has been concluded, our task is to up- 
hold the agreement." "The two parties should cooperate peacefully to build 
a New China." (Ibid. p 1057) 


The facts quoted above are enough to explain that the “new stage of peace 
and democracy" was not a line put forward by Comrade Liu Shaoqi. 
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In 1945, Comrade Liu Shaoqi only mentioned "the state of peaceful construc- 
tion" in a report. This was the “report to the comrades going to work in the 
northeast" (28 August) criticized by RENMIN RIBAO during the great cultural 
revolution. What did Comrade Liu Shaoqi talk about? As the matter is impor- 
tant, we might as well cite a few more quotes. He said: "The overall situa- 
tion has already been clearly explained by Chairman Mao Zedong in his report 
‘on coalition government’ at the Seventh Congress, and our policies and line 
should be based on the coalition government." China's war of resistance has 
come to a close and what follows can well be the stage of peaceful construc- 
tion. However, to bring about this stage in the country requires great effort 
and struggle." "There is the danger of civil war in China and we need to 
struggle... it is not determined today whether there will be peace or war." 
"Can the future of peaceful construction be realized? We say the condition 
of civil war is very serious." "The overwhelming majority of the people 
throughout the country desire peace. Therefore, our policy is also to oppose 
war and strive for peace. However striving for peace and opposing war does 
not mean putting an end to self-defense." ‘In short, other countries oppose 
civil war in China and hope for peace. Our forces are strong and people 
oppose civil war. Chiang Kai-shek is beset by innumerable inner contradic- 
tions. He (Chiang Kai-shek) definitely wants to fight, but it is very diffi- 
cult for him to start a fight. Therefore, there is a possibility for peace." 
The main points are all here. These words fully embodied the spirit of the 
"Seventh Congress" of the party and systematically clarified the declaration 
made by the Central Committee on 25 August. These facts explained that 
Comrade Liu Shaoqi had faithfully implemented the line of the party. Some 
people took hold of the passages “this time Chiang Kai-shek really wants to 
discuss a few problems" and "the United States also does not wish China to 
have a civil war" in the report for criticism and quoted them completely out 
of context. If we take a look at what followed, we will know that these 
words are above reproach. Such statements definitely appeared in the internal 
documents and telegrams of the CCP Central Committee and Comrade Mao Zedong 
also said them. (Ibid. p 1051 and p 1056) So the comments made by Comrade 
Liu Shaoqi were correct. 


[HKO91829] Now we must thoroughly study the declaration of the CCP Central 
Committee on 25 August to see whether or not it was correct. 


The theme of the declaration of the CCP Central Committee was "peace, 
democracy and unity." What was the meaning of this? XINHUA RIBAO wrote an 
editorial "On Reading the Congratulatory Telegram from Mr Chiang Kai-shek" 

on 22 August 1945. (This editorial was first held up by the Kuomintang 
authorities and XINHUA RIBAO left the page blank that day as a sign of pro- 
test. The next day XINHUA RIBAO printed it as a single page supplement for 
distribution with the newspaper.) The editorial said: "We want peace, unity 
and democracy. Only the peace we want is not peace at the price of slavery 
or peace that will run down the people and muffle them. We want unity, but 
the unity we seek is democratic unity and not verbal unity or the use of the 
term unification to unify the "unity" of all those with dissenting views." 
The CCP Central Committee is highly principled and the six emergency steps 
put forth in the declaration were the concentrated manifestation of this high 
principle.

It we did not want the new stage of peace and democracy, was it conceivable 

we wanted the old stage of civil war and dictatorship? If our party did not 
raise high the banner of “peace, democracy and unity" would it have allowed 
Chiang Kai-shek to use the "unification of government administration and 
military orders" to deceive the people? After 8 years of upheaval, the 
strongest and most ardent desire of the people throughout the country was 

for peace, democracy and unity. However, Chiang Kai-shek obstinately held 
his course and insisted on civil war, dictatorship and split. As the most 
faithful spokesman of the Chinese people, the three major slogans of "peace, 
democracy and unity" put forth by the Chinese Communist Party as the basic 
policy for postwar national reconstruction was dialectically opposed to the 
Kuomintang reactionaries and exposed their reactionary features. This was 

the good point of writing “peace and national reconstruction" into the "Double 
Tenth Agreement." Comrade Mao Zedong put it aptly: "If the Kuomintang 
launches a civil war again, it will put itself in the wrong in the eyes of the 
whole nation and the whole world, and we will have all the more reason to 
smash its attacks by a war of self-defense." (Ibid. p 1057) By launching 

the civil war, Chiang Kai-shek became the public enemy of the people and the 
criminal of history. 


Our party worked hard for peace but never had any illusion about peace. Our 
party opposed civil war but never forget about making proper preparations 
against civil war. The “Seventh Congress" of the party called for making 
preparations for both eventualities of revolutionary and peaceful development 
and nonpeaceful development and directed the people's attention to Chiang Kai- 
shek's plot of launching a nationwide civil war. When victory in the war of 
resistance was approaching, the CCP Central Committee very soberly affirmed 
the policy of struggle of "waging a tit-for-tat struggle and fighting for 
every bit of land" and resolutely carried out a struggle against Chiang Kai- 
shek for stealing the fruits of victory from the war of resistance. The 
issuing of a series of seven orders by the Yanan headquarters between 10 and 
1l August was proof of the resolute struggle carried out. Our party did not 
give up the struggle for peace but based itself on making preparations for 
war. It worked hard for the success of the peace negotiation but absolutely 
did not rely on the peace negotiation. It also definitely did not regard the 
agreements reached on paper at the peace negotiation as actual agreements. 

On 12 October 1945, or on the day the Xinhua News Agency boradcast the "Double 
Tenth Agreement," the CCP Central Committee issued an inner-party directive: 
"The armies in the liberated areas must hold on to every gun and bullet, this 
is our firm and unshakable principle." In a series of internal directives, 
the CCP Central Committee called for stepping up military training, made plans 
for intensifying preparations against war and also affirmed the smashing of 
the Kuomintang offensive against various liberated areas as the central task 
for the whole of 1946. 


What was Comrade Liu Shaoqi's attitude toward the war? Old Wu (Yuzhang) in 
“Bankruptcy of the U.S.-Chiang Peace Plot" (carried in GONGREN RIBAO on 

12 October 1945) said: "At a meeting of the CCP Central Committee, Comrade 
Shaoqi (he was deputy chairman at that time) proposed transferring some of 
the units from the south to the north. By doing so, we not only could 
strengthen the position of the liberated areas in the north, but in case of 
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the outbreak of civil war, these units would not be isolated behind the enemy 
line and be swallowed up. At the same time, this would also be advantageous 
to the negotiations. This proposal was carried out with the approval of 
Comrade Mao Zedong." On 19 September, the CCP Central Committee issued a 
directive on the strategic policy of developing toward the north and 
strengthening defenses in the south and made strategic plans for our forces 
and operational orientation. The formulation of a nationwide strategic policy 
was the key to victory in the liberation war. Comrade Liu Shaoqi was not 
practicing "capitulationism," but had shown vision and foresight and made 
important contributions to the success of the war.

"China has already embarked on the new stage of peace and democracy" was also 
put forward by the CCP Central Committee. It was not a "capitulationist line” 
but an appraisal by our party on the development of situation in the country 
and also a weapon of our party in the struggle against the Kuomintang reac- 
tionaries. 


After the signing of the "Double Tenth Agreement," our army resolutely imple- 
mented the directives of the CCP Central Committee and heroically smashed the 
offensives of the enemy. At the same time, influenced and helped by our 
party, there was also an upsurge in the movement against civil war in the 
Kuomintang dominated areas. When both military offensive and political decep- 
tion failed, Chiang Kai-shek had no alternative but to convene a political 
consultative conference in accordance with the "Double Tenth Agreement." 


{HKO91837] On 18 December 1945, Comrade Ye Jianying at a press conference 

for foreign reporters said: “The most important problem in China at present 

is that of war or peace. We of the Eighth Route Army and the New Fourth Army 
advocate peace and the solution of problems through consultations. We do not 
advocate the solution of problems by war." On 13 December, Comrade Zhou 

Enlai told to Shao Lizi that the Chinese Communist Party hoped for an immediate 
and unconditional truce. On 5 January 1946, both sides reached an agreement. 
On 10 January, “an agreement on the suspension of military conflicts" was 
signed by the representatives of both sides. The CCP Central Committee in a 
“notice on the suspension of military conflicts in China" (signed by Chairman 
Mao Zedong) said: "A new stage of peace and democracy will soon begin in 
China." On 12 January, JIEFANG RIBAO in an editorial entitled "The Realiza- 
tion of Peace" said: "The CCP-KMT ceasefire agreement not only brings an end 
to the military conflicts of the past months, but it also marks the beginning 
of a new stage of peaceful development unprecedented in the whole of China's 
contemporary history--a new stage of peaceful reform and peaceful construction." 
"Henceforth, the main form of struggles will be political, economic and demo- 
cratic struggles by peaceful means." 


On 10 January 1946, the political consultative confe.ence was opened. Chiang 
Kai-shek in the opening speech announced the government's four promises to 
guarantee the freedom of the people. On 16 January, the Chinese communist 
delegation presented a "draft program for peace and national reconstruction." 
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Its “general principle" was based on Article One of the “Double Tenth Agree- 
ment.'' During the political consultative conference, struggles were tortuous, 
complex and violent both inside and outside the conference. On the afternoon 
of 27 January, Comrades Zhou Enlai and Lu Dingyi flew back to Yanan to report 
on problems in the conference to the CCP Central Committee. On the morning 

of 28 January, they returned to Chongjing by the same plane. On 31 January, 
five resolutions were passed at the 10th session of the political consultative 
conference and the meeting came to a close. Based on the agreement reached, 
the Kuomintang had to immediately reshuffle the government following the clos- 
ing of the conference. (Lo Longji, "Some Recollections from Participation in 
the Political Consultative Conference on the Nanjing Peace Negotiations," 
"Selected Cultural and Historical Reference Material," vol 20, edited by the 
National Political Consultative Conference Culture and History Research Com- 
mission) 


On 1 February, the CCP Central Committee issued an inner-party directive 
entitled "The Present Situation and Tasks." The directive gave a general out- 
line of the achievements made at the Political Consultative Conference, and 
pointed out: This is a great victory and China has embarked on the new stage 
of peace, democracy and construction. All major cities must give this wide- 
spread publicity, hold celebration meetings, send congratulatory telegrams 

and call for the immediate implementation of the decisions of the conference. 
The directive pointed out: The decisions of the Political Consultative Con- 
ference have compelled Chiang Kai-shek's Kuomintang to give up its one-party 
dictatorship. According to the decisions of the Political Consultative Confer- 
ence, the main form of struggles of the Chinese revolution have now changed 
from armed struggles to unarmed struggles, to mass and parliamentary struggles. 
After the formation of the coalition government, our army will be formally 
reorganized into a national army, local public security units and self-defense 
units. The party will relinquish direct command over the army. Therefore, we 
must have a new form of maintaining leadership over the army. The nature of 
our army as a people's army must not be changed in any way. On the contrary, 
we must transform the army of the whole country. The directive pointed out: 
All the decisions must still be carried out, and we are still very far from 
total democracy. The British and American big capitalists and the Chinese 

big capitalists still have many intrigues and the course of the Chinese revolu- 
tion is still tortuous and protracted. The Kuomintang army may still carry 

out armed attacks against us, and we must take strict precautions. All locali- 
ties must actively develop military training. We must take military training, 
rent reduction and production as our three central tasks and take the neces- 
sary precautions against the sabotage of peace by the enemy. This directive 
drafted by Comrade Liu Shaoqi for the CCP Central Committee and approved by 

the CCP Central Committee was a formal document of the CCP Central Committee. 


On 1 February, Liu Shaoqi delivered "a report on problems in the current 
situation" at a meeting of Yanan cadres. (The date "31 January" given in some 
reference material on party history seems incorrect because the report began 
with "the Political Consultative Conference closed yesterday. The Political 
Consultative Conference closed on 31 January.) This report was falsely accused 
of “putting forward a capitulationist line." Actually, this report was an 
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explanation of the 1 February directive of the CCP Central Committee and its 
basic spirit and main points were completely identical to those in the 
directive of the Central Committee. Even the wordings of some of its impor- 
tant formulations (such as "China has embarked on the new stage of peace, 
democracy and construction" and "changed from unarmed, mass and parliamentary 
struggles") were also completely the same as those in the directive of the 
Central Committee. In “my self-criticism" made by Comrade Liu Shaoqi in 
February 1954, he said: "Some of the words in the report were inappropriate." 
On 23 October 1966, he made another self-examination at a work conference of 
the Central Committee. Strictly speaking, there were definitely shortcomings 
in the report. However, they were negligible. Occasional slips and careless 
omissions are quite common in internal reports of this nature. 


(HKO91845] From 1 February onward, all localities publicized the decisions 
of the Political Consultative Conference on the basis of the spirit of the 
directive of the CCP Central Committee. Now, let us simply quote some of 

the opinions on "China has embarked on the new stage of peace and democracy." 


On 1 February, authoritative people in Yanan commented: "From now on, China 
has undoubtedly embarked on the new stage of peace, democracy and construction. 
This is a great historical victory for the Chinese democratic revolution. 
(JLEFANG RIBAO 1 February 1946 and XINHUA RIBAO 5 February) On the same day, 
Comrade Zhou Enlai at a press conference for foreign reporters said: "We 

have now entered an era of peace. We are willing to cooperate permanently 
with the Kuomintang and other parties and hereafter, there will no longer be 
armed struggle." 


On 3 February, at a grand celebration meeting held in Yanan, Commander-in- 
Chief Zhu De in a speech said: "Judging from the overall situation, the 
situation of peace in China has been ascertained and the orientation for the 
democratization of the whole country has also been ascertained. From now on 
our country will embark on the new stage of peace, democracy and construction." 
"Our task is to thoroughly realize the decisions of the Political Consulta- 
tive Conference." Some of the telegrams sent from the meeting contained such 
words as "the Political Consultative Conference has victoriously concluded. 

A new stage of peace and democracy for the whole country has arrived." On 

4 February, JIEFANG RIBAO cov: ced the 3 days of celebrations on its front 
page under the banner headline of "20,000 People Hold Rally in Yanan to Cele- 
brate the New Stage of Peace and Democracy." 


On 7 February, Comrade Zhou Enlai was invited to make report at Chongjing 
University. He said: "There has always been internal armed struggle in the 
past. In the future, we must use peaceful and democratic means and not armed 
struggle to solve matters." "The nerve center is to reorganize the government.” 


On 9 February, in an interview with the Associated Press reporter, Comrade 
Mao Zedong said: "In the main, China has already completed plans for taking 
the democratic stage." 
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On 15 Mareh, the CCP Central Committee in an inner=party directive said: 

The situation of peace in China and the world has already been ascertained, 
On the same day, Comrade Mao Zedong at 4 meeting said: Our party has already 
reached an agreement with other parties to achieve peace in the country. In 
the future, we will not use armed struggle but democratic means. Only when 
the reactionaries sabotage the peace agreement and take up arma againet the 
people will our party take up arms against then. 


On 2 April, Kang Sheng at 4 meeting expounded and proved from the overall 
situation of the world the inevitability of the advent of the new stage of 
peace and democracy. We said: “The beginning of the new stage of peace and 
democracy is not accidental. On the whole, it ie a new stage of peace and 
democracy and China cannot go againet this general trend of world events." 
From what we can see, Kang Sheng's words were the last mention of the new 
stage of peace and democracy. 


Evidentiy, the elander made against Comrade Liu Shaoqi for creating “the 
capitulationist line of ‘China has embarked on the new stage of peace and 
democracy'” was basically untenable. The saying that “Chairman Mao firmly 
opposed Liu Shaoqi's capitulationist line” was also nothing but a lie. 


The opinions quoted above all had their source in the 1 February directive of 
the CCP Central Committee. In that case, a theoretical problem is placed be- 
fore use. Was the 1 February directive of the CCP Central Committee correct’ 

To anewer this question, we must study the decisions of the Political Consulta- 
tive Conference. The | February di:ective of the Central Committee was nothing 
but an affirmation on the basis of the decisions of the Political Consultative 
Conference, a clarification of the epirit of the decisions and 4 demand to 
make ideological preparations within the party for adapting to the new situa- 
tion on the basis of the decisions made by the Political Consultative Conference. 
At the same time, it emphatically pointed out that we gust not slacken on the 
three central tasks of military training, rent reduction and production--all 
these were in fact preparations for war. 


The decisions of the Political Consultative Conference, agreed to by the 
Chinese communist delegation, were approved by the OCP Central Committee. 
Despite the gap between the decisions of the Political Consultative Confer- 
ence and the advocations of our party, they nevertheless were a big step for- 
ward in comparison to the “Double Tenth Agreement.” Some of the principles 
determined in the “Double Tenth Agreement” were worked out in the decisions. 
The question of the liberated areas and the question of troops which had not 
been solved ia the “Double Tenth Agreement” were solved in principle in the 
decisions of the Political Consultative Conference. The basic spirit of the 
decisions was to immediately put an end to the one-party dictatorship of the 
Kuomintang and establish a national government in cooperation with other par- 
ties and factions. The key to democratization of politics and nationalization 
of troops was to firet reorganize the government. The “proposal on government 
reorganization” stipulated that the National Government Council should have 40 
eeate and that the Kuomintang should hold 20 seats. Moreover, all motions and 
administrative programs for discussion by the National Government Council! had 
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to be resolved by 4 twoethirds majority vote. Our party, in cooperation with 
the democratic league, had the power of veto. Therefore, basically speaking, 
the decisions of the Political Consultative Conference conformed with the in- 
terestse of the people. The demand for coalition government and coalition 
supreme command which our party had repeatedly pruposed in the early part of 
the war of resistance aid reiterated in the “Seventh Congress" of the party 
was basically achieved in the decisions of the Political Consultative Confer- 
ence. 


{HKO91852) The people warmly supported the decisions of the Political Con- 
sultative Conference, but the Kuomintang reactionaries opposed them. Our 
party abided by the decisions of the Political Consultative Conference and 
publicized them. This in iteelf was a tit-for-tat struggle against the 
Kuomintang reactionaries. The Chiang Kai-shek clique subsequently tore up 
the dec! tons of the Political Consultative Conference and launched a full- 
scale c. .1 war which led to their encirclement by the whole nation. 


Facts tully explained that the 1 February directive of the CCP Central Com- 
mittee was correct in principle and there was no trace of any “capitulationist 
line.” Engele said: “Taken historically a thing can have a certain meaning 
but we can only understand it in the basis of the conditions of our epoch and 
as far as these allow.” (Marx and Engels: Selected Works, vol 3, p 562) The 
Kuomintang reactionaries were faithless and unscrupulous and carried out “a new 
betrayal.” (Mao Zedong, Selected Works, one-volume edition p 1236) Following 
the change in objective conditions, the CCP Central Committee again promptly 
and resolutely abandoned its appraisal of the current political situation and 
peaceful development. (Comrade Liu Shaoqi accordingly also cast aside this 
appraisal). This was the correctness and wisdom of the CCP Central Comittee. 


it must also be pointed out that our party had long been on guard against 

the Chiang Kai-shek clique. On 11 August 1945, the CCP Central Committee in 
an inner-party directive warned: “All localities must absolutely not have 
any illusion regarding Chiang Kai-shek.” After the signing of the “Double 
Tenth Agreement,” the CCP Central Committee and Comrade Mao Zedong instructed 
the armed forces and people in the Shaanxi-Gansu-Ningxia border area to pre- 
pare for war. (See Comrade Xi Zhongxun's article “General Commander Peng in 
the Northwest Battlefield” in RENMIN RIBAO 25 January 1980) The 1 February 
directive of the CCP Central Committee also contained a similar content. The 
Kuomintang reactionaries used the peace negotiation to prepare for war. Our 
party not only exposed the enemy in the process of the peace negotiations, 
but also gained time, developed the three important tasks of military train- 
ing, rent reduction and production, built up the northeast base area and 
successfully carried out preparations for a war of self-defense. (About the 
time the directive on agrarian reform was issued by the CCP Central Committee 
on 46 May 1946, some of the liberated areas had already developed an agrarian 
movement.) 


On 19 September 1960, in his report at a propaganda work conference on the 
publication of Volume 4 of “Selected Works of Mao Zedong,” Comrade Zhou Enlai 
talked about the history of the liberation war period. The general idea was: 
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According to analysis there was 4 possibility for a long period of peace and 
democracy. The new stage of peace and democracy was an appraisal made by 
Comrade Mao Zedong and it was aleo clearly @entioned in the documents of the 
CCP Central Committee. When the “Double Tenth Agreement” and the truce agree~ 
ment were signed, Chiang Kai-shek made four promises and the Political Consulta= 
tive Conference aleo reached five agreements. We could not obstinately refuse 
to believe any of them. We must write about what Chiang Kai-shek promised. We 
estimated that there were two possibilities in the development of the political 
situation, and we were entirely correct in doing 411 we could for peace and in 
carrying out the three important taske of military training, rent reduction 
and production. To oppose this appraisal was to be wise after the event. 

From the point of view of the whole country, there definitely was a etage of 
peaceful negotiations. Speaking for ourselves, it was aleo 4 stage of prepata- 
tion for the war of self-defense. Comrade Zhou Enlai's words conformed to his- 
torical facte.

The fallacies created by Lin Biao and the “gang of four” must be repudiated. 


1. On the question of reorganizing our armed forces into the “national aray” 
and our people's militia into “self-defense unite.” 


After the victory of the war of resistance against Japan, there was a4 proposal 
to reorganize our armed forces into the “national army” and our people's mili- 
tia into “self-defense unite.” Thies was sot a personal view of Comrade Liu 
Shaogi but, as seen from the “Double Tenth Agreement,” a correct advocation 
of the CCP Central Committee. Remarkably, it was the Kuomintang which dis- 
agreed. 


There had been a long history of struggle between the Chinese Communist Party 
and the Kuomintang on the question of the people's armed forces. The CCP 
Central Committee and Comrade Liu Shaoqi had never advocated the unconditional 
handing over of the people's armed forces. “On coalition government” which 
vas approved by the “Seventh Congress" said: “The soment 4 new democratic 
coalition government comes into being in China, the liberated areas of China 
will hand their armed forces over to it. But all the Kuomintang armed forces 
will have to be handed over to it at the same time.” (Mao Zedong, Selected 
Works, one-volume ed‘ction, p 974) Our party adhered to two principles on the 
questi: of the ermed forces. One, the basic principle for the nationalization 
of th crped forces ie the democratization of the country and the democratiza- 
tion o we armed forces. Two, the nationalization of the armed forces of the 
whole country gust include the formidable army of the Kuomintang. These two 
principles not only convincingly exposed the vain attempt of the Kuomintang 
reactionaries" plot to ewallow up the people's armed forces and stamp out the 
revolution but also effectively won over the aiddle forces. None of Comrade 
Liu Shaoqi's opinions departed from these two principles. 


|HK091859) Based on these principles, the Chinese communiat delegation, on the 
premise of reorganizing the national goverment and the Military Affaire 
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Commission, put forward such views as “recognition of all anti-Japanese 

armed forces as national armed forces and fair and rational reorganization of 
the armed forces by stages.” After arduous efforts, the Political Consulta- 
tive Conference made a decision on the democratization of the country and the 
Nationalization of the armed forces and appointed a three-man militar, commit- 
tee to continue discussions on concrete methods for the reorganization of the 
army. Although the principles laid down on military matters did not accord 
with the army conetruction principle of our party, because of the decision on 
the democratization of the country and because the realization of these 
principles could enable millions of Kuomintang troops to break away from 
fasciat rule, our party agreed to them. After the reorganization of the 
national government, the people's armed forces would be handed over to the 
democratic coalition government at the same time the Kuomintang handed over 
ite armed forces. This absolutely was not turning the people's armed forces 
into armed forces against the people, but just the opposite. In the final 
analysis, it would turn 411 armed forces, including the armed forces of the 
Kuomintang, into the people's armed forces. 


On 19 February, Comrade Zhou Enlai flew from Chongjing to Yanan to report on 
the estate of the talke on reorganization of the armed forces to the CCP Central 
Committee. On 20 February, Comrade Zhou Enlai flew back to Chongjing. On 
25 February, Comrade Zhou Enlai signed the “basic plan on the reorganization 
of armed forces and the complete reorganization of communist units into the 
national army” on behalf of our party. On 27 February, JIEFANG RIBAO pub- 
lished the full text of the basic plan. On 3 March, JIEFANG RIBAO published 
a speech by Chairman Mao Zedong. Chairman Mao said: “In particular, I will 
eay once more that the Chinese Communist Party will make every effort to 
implement these three agreements (the truce agreement, the decisions of the 
Political Consultative Conference and the plan for the reorganization of the 
armed forces of the whole country).” 


On 12 October 1945, the CCP Central Committee in an inner-party directive 
pointed out: “When carrying out reorganization in the future, our side will 
aleo have the means of achieving the goal of keeping every gun and bullet.” 

The people's armed forces absolutely cannot be handed over to the reactionaries. 
This is our steadfast principle. Under the principle of not affecting the 
basic interests of the people we may come to certain agreements with the 
Kuomintang. Thies is a flexible tactic. What the CCP Central Committee upheld 
was precisely the proletarian unity of steadfast principles and flexible tac- 
tice. Lin Biao and the “gang of four” covered up the true facts, described the 
correct advocation of the party as the “capitulationist” advocation of Liu 
Shaoqi and moreover linked it up with the so-called “adverse current of hand- 
ing over the gun” in the international communist movement to confuse the peo- 
ple. They were despicable in the extreme. 


Om the question of “becoming officials.’ 


Lin Biao and the “gang of four” said: Liu Shaogi “wanted our party to hand 
over the armed forces and revolutionary bases to Chiang Kai-shek, go over to 
the reactionary Kuomintang government ‘to become an official’ and ‘cooperate 
in national reconstruction’ with the United States and Kuomintang reactionaries.” 





Was thie net an act of betrayal’? Such fallacies could only confuse those 
people who knew nothing about history, 


On the question of “becoming officials," Comrade Liu Shaoqi never made a 
personal advocation which differed from the standpoint of the party. The 
Chinese communists did not make any pledge of never becoming officiale. The 
question depended on what kind of officials. The head of the U.S. observation 
team in Yanan Colonel Barrett once said to Chairman Mao Zedong: "You should 
liaten to Hurley and send a few men to be officials in the Kuomintang govern~ 
ment." Comrade Mao Zedong replied: “It is no easy job to be an official 
bound hand and foot; we won't do it. If we become officials, our hands and 
feet must be unfettered, and we gust be free to act, that is, a coalition 
government must be set up on a democratic basis.” (Ibid. p 1031) Clearly, 
we wanted to become officials of a democratic coalition government. This was 
also what Comrade Liu Shaoqi meant. 


The question of “becoming officials" could not be separated from the question 
of coalition government. Representing the wishes of the people, the Chinese 
Communist Party put forth the advocation of establishing a democratic coali- 
tion government which contained the question of “becoming officials." A par- 
ticularly intense struggle developed over this question at the Political 
Consultative Conference. It was a struggle between the Chinese Communist 
Party to win seats for the proletariat and broad masses of people and the 
Kuomintang to win seate for the big landlords and capitalists. The essence 
of the struggle was whether or not to abolish the dictatorship of the 
Kuomintang. 


{HKO91910) Chiang Kai-shek firmly opposed our “becoming officials." The 
understanding at that time was that the Kuomintang would immediately 
reorganize the government after the Political Consultative Conference. Our 
party kept pressing for the reorganization of the government. Chiang Kai-shek 
tried to maintain his dictatorial rule, renegued on the question of “seats” 
in the National Government Council and stalled on the reorganization of the 
government. The Chinese Communist Party and the democratic league were sup- 
posed to hold 14 seats in the 4O-member National Government Council. This 
was agreed to »y Chiang Kai-shek himself. (Lo Longji, “Some recollections 
from participation in the Political Consultative Conference on the Nanjing 
peace negotiations,” “Selected Cultural and Historical Reference Material,” 
vol 20, edited by the National Political Consultative Conference (ulture and 
History Research Commission) However, in 4 memorandum to Marshal on 2 October 
1946, Chiang Kai-shek went back on his words and only offered to give the 
Chinese Communist Party, the democratic league and “people without party 
affiliation recommended by the Chinese Communist Party and subjected to 
approval by the government” a total of 13 seats. In 4 memorandum to Marshal 
on 9 October, Comrade Zhou Enlai sternly pointed out: “In accordance with 
the decisions of the Political Consultative Conference, the Chinese Communist 
Party and the democratic league should hold 14 of the 40 seats in the National 
overnment Council or one-third of the votes. Only this can guarantee that 
the “program of peace and national reconstruction” will not be unilaterally 
changed, and the 13 seats proposed by the government cannot provide this kind 
of guarantee. Moreover, the inclusion of people without party affiliation in 





the Chinese Communist Party and the democratic league also does not conform 
with the decisions of the Political Consultative Conference. The struggle 
between 13 and 14 seats has a direct bearing on whether or not the Chinese 
Communiat Party and the democratic league will have the power of veto and 
whether or not there is a guarantee for abolishing the one-party dictatorship 
of the Kuomintang. Lin Biao and the “gang of four" made no mention of the 
coalition government and without going into cause and effect falsely fabri- 
cated a charge against Comrade Liu Shaoqi, condemned all those who wanted to 
“become officials" and also denounced this as “internationally echoing the 
revisioniat line of Browder in China." Was not such statement a sla» in the 
fact to Marxiem and a commendation to the Kuomintang reactionaries’ 


3. On the question of “cooperation among three countries, three pvlitical 
parties and three kinds of people? 


The men of letters in the pay of the “gang of four" said: The “distinguishing 
feature” of Liu Shaoqi's “capitulationist line" was “cooperation among three 
countries, three political parties and three kinds of people" to push China 
onto the road of democratization. From 1965 to 1976, they constantly 
criticized this “distinguishing feature." This was also a mere waste of time 
for it too was a correct standpoint put forth by the CCP Central Committee. 


On ll February 1945, the Soviet Union, the United States and Britain in the 
communique on the Crimea (Yalta) Conference expressed their opposition to 
civil war in China and approved the formation of a coalition government. 
Comrade Mao Zedong in a comweentary written for the Xinhua News Agency affirmed 
this proposition. (Mao Zedong, Selected Works, one-volume edition, p 1051) 
On 15 December, U.S. President Truman declared: We oppose of civil war in 
China. We approved of the convening of a national conference of representa- 
tives of major political parties in the whole country. On 27 December, the 
foreign ministers of the Soviet Union, the United States and Britain in a 
communique said that the Kuomintang government must extensively admit more 
democratic elements and put an end to civil war in China and that the three 
countries would not intervene in China's internal affairs. On 30 December, 

a spokesman of the CCP Central Committee in a statement “warmly welcomed" the 
accord reached by the three foreign ministers. In the subsequent publication 
of “Selected Works of Mao Zedong” a footnote was added to “at present the 
Soviet Union, the United States and Britain all oppose civil war in China” 

to provide the necessary explanation. However, Comrade Liu Shaoqgi in his 
“report to the comrades going to work in the northeast" pointed out that the 
United States was working in the interests of the capitalists. 


“The three political parties” were the Communist Party, the Kuomintang and 
the Democratic League. To establish a coalition government at that time, it 
would be idiotic ravings if we did not include the Kuomintang. The “Double 
Tenth Agreement” was an agreement for cooperation between the Kuomintang and 
the Chinese Communist Party and the decisions of the Political Consultative 
Conference were in the main decisions on cooperation between the Kuomintang 
and the Chinese Communist Party. Our party never looked on Chiang Kai-shek 
as an “angle of peace.” On 1 February 1946, in “report on problems in the 





current situation" Comrade Liu Shaoqi said: "The democracy practiced by the 
Kuomintang and Chiang Kai-shek has a pronounced flavor of coercion and this 
will make China's continued advance on the road of democratization more tor- 
tuous." "In the future, such incidents as decisions not carried out, democracy 
not practiced and outbreaks of violence will still appear." In the report, 
Comrade Liu Shaoqi openly called Chiang Kai-shek "the force opposing the 
people and democracy." (Please note: This was the "“capitulationist line") 
However, since the decisions were passed by the Political Consultative 
Conference, we naturally must talk about the Kuomintang and Chinese Communist 
Party cooperation and write about it, for this was a political struggle. As 
regards our party and the democratic league, we no doubt must cooperate. Just 
from the memorandum Comrade Zhou Enlai addressed to Marshall, we can see that 
only by closely cooperating with the democratic league can we exercise the 
power of veto in the National Government Council. The CCP Central Committee 
in an inner-party notice also mentioned: "Cooperation between the two parties 
(plus the democratic league, and so forth)." (Ibid. p 1051) In fact, the 
democratic league was cooperating with our party at that time. 


{HKO91920) The “three k.nds of people” referred to the laboring people, the 
national bourgeoisie and the big capitalists. The "Double Tenth Agreement" 
and the decisions of the Political Contulative Conference were precisely about 
the cooperation between these three kinds of people. 


The Kuomintang carried out another betrayal and the cooperation came to 
naught. Could the blame be put on the Chinese Communist Party? Could we 
because of this negate the dual tactics of the revolution and the single 
tactic of peaceful struggle? 


During the period of the l‘beration war, the development of the revolutionary 
situation was unprecedentedly smooth and rapid. This was a victory for the 
line of the party and a great victory for the dual tactics of the revolution 
against the dual tactics of the counterrevolution. Although military struggle 
was important, we absolutely could not underestimate the importance of politi- 
cal struggle. Because of the success in these two directions, our party was 
able to achieve the goal of winning over the people of the whole country and 
isolating the Chiang Kai-shek reactionary clique, something never accomplished 
in the previous 20 years, and obtain the great victory of defeating Chiang 
Kai-shek and founding New China. 


During the period of the revolutionary war, there was no such thing as the 
“capitulationist line.” The CCP Central Committee in summing up the confer- 
ence in September 1948 said: “Since the party's Seventh National Congress 

in April 1945, the Central Committee and the leading cadres of the whole party 
have displayed even greater unity than ducing the war of resistance against 
lapan." (Ibid. p 1236) This conclusion cannot be repudiated by anyone.

Why were Lin Biao and the “gang of four” so keen to criticize the “new stage 
of peace and democracy’” 





Their tallacious criticism showed that they deliberately misrepresented 

and wrongly attributed things to topple Comrade Liu Shaoqi. They completely 
ignored the relevant documents of the CCP Central Committee and historical 
facts and unscrupulously cooked up charges. 


Their fallacious criticism showed that they not only wanted to topple Comrade 
Liu Shaogi, but also a number of old cadres and bring down our party. 


Their fallacious criticism also showed that their indiscriminate opposition 
to peace and democracy was a manifestation of ultraleftist ideology running 
wild. 


Whoever mentioned "peace" would be accused of practicing revisionism and 
found guilty of a heinous crime. Such was their logic. 


Influenced by them, some teaching material on party history did not include 
such words as "the struggle of the party for peace and democracy" in articles 
and topics. Even work in the white areas was forbidden for propaganda and 
research. According to th ir ultra-leftist ideology, after the war of 
resistance the Chinese Communist Party should have launched a civil war, put 
forth the slogan of “struggle for war" and immediately announced “down with 
Chiang Kai-shek and liberate tve whole of China." They did not raise the 
question to a given historical «cope, concretely analyze the historical 
situation or use a historical attitude to examine the question of the forms 
of struggle, but mechanically applied the thesis of "we are believers in the 
omnipotence of the revolutionary war." This was an outrageous trampling of 
Marxism. 


Lenin said: "Marxism positively does not reject any form of struggle." 
(Lenin: Collected Works, volume 21, p 196) "Marxism demands an absolutely 
historical examination of the question of the forms of struggle. To treat 
this question apart from the concrete historical situation betrays a failure 
to understand the rudiments of dialectical materialism.” (Ibid. p 197) 


In the period of China's democratic revolution, the principal form of strug- 
gle was war. Apart from the principal form of struggle there was also a 
secondary form of struggle. Judging from the long process of the revolution, 
war was the solution to problems. However, as Comrade Mao Zedong said: Under 
given conditions, there will mainly be changes from military to peaceful forms. 
(Mao Zedong: Selected Works, one-volume edition, pp 242-243) The categorical 
negation of peaceful struggle was completely wrong. After the victory of the 
war of resistance, although both sides were making preparations to exterminate 
each other, no one could exterminate the other. This resulted in a stalemate 
or a situation of peace. The people wanted »«* e so we wo ked hard for peace 
and political struggle was very important. However, we did not forget the 
object of our struggle. On 17 August 1958 Comrade Mao Zedong speaking from 
thie view point said: The new stage of peace and democracy was to gain time 
and make preparations to seize nat.onal power. 


Un 15 September 1956, Comrade Liu Shaoqgi in “Political Report of the CCP 
Central Committee to the Eighth National Congress" said: “The policy of the 








Seventh National Congress of our party was to ask the Kuomintang to form a 
coalition government with the democratic forces of the whole country." "After 
the conclusion of the war of resistance against Japan, our party again carried 
out many peace negotiations with the Kuomintang in an attempt to avoid a civil 
war. We also tried to bring about social and political reforms in China 
through peaceful means." "During the struggle for peaceful reforms, our party 
neither relaxed its vigilance nor gave up the people's armed forces. Our 
policy was: If the Kuomintang desired peace and was willing to carry out 
reforms under peaceful conditions, this would be advantageous to the people 
and we would work hard for it. However, we realized that whether or not the 
desire for peace could be realized was not determined by us but by the ruling 
class of that time. If the Kuomintang reactionaries wanted to arbitrarily 
impose war on the people, then we must also be fully prepared and be able to 
mobilize the forces of the people to defeat them and make those wi. started 
the war eat their own bitter fruit." "Because of the revolutionary line taken 
by our party, we have today's People's Republic of China." ("Documents of 

the Eighth National Congress of the CCP," First Edition, People's Publishing 
House, 1957 p 13) The Political Report of the CCP Central Committee was ap- 
proved by the “Eighth Congress" of the party. The above was a summary of 
history.

Doctor's Refusal To Leave

[Text] Lu Xichang, a doctor in Yongning County Hospital, Guangxi Zhuang 
Autonomous Region, together with his wife Xiao Zhizhen, graduated from 
Shandong Medical College in the early 1960's. They were both first-class 
doctors in the county. During the great Cultural Revolution, they were 
severely persecuted and criticized as “bourgeois reactionary academic 
authorities” by Lin Biao and the “gang of four" who pursued the ultra- 
leftist line. Mr Lu's wife was a returned overseas Chinese whose parents 
were in Indonesia and whose aunt was in Hong Kong. Therefore, they were 
accused of being “agents” and "spies" who maintained illicit relations with 
foreign countries. They were criticized and attacked many times and 
forced to do physical labor. Since Xiao Zhizhen could not endure the unre- 
dressed injustice, she repeatedly applied to go abroad. In 1973, she 
finally took her only daughter to her aunt in Hong Kong. At first, she 
did some odd jobs in a factory and then opened a clinic. Later, her two 
sisters and sisters-in-law also went to Hong Kong. Lu Xichang originally 
intended to go to Hong Kong with his wife and earn a living in Indonesia. 
However, since it was difficult to raise money for the traveling expenses 
and the hospital had assigned a task to him, he could not go. 





After the overthrow of the “gang of four," the leading comrades of the 
party branch of Yongning County Hospital and of the CCP county committee 
held heart-to-heart talks with him, gave up the prejudices and discrimina- 
tion against him and encouraged him to take a forward looking attitude in 
politics. They genuinely regarded him as a member of the working class 
and enthusiastically paid attention to his desire to enter the party. 
They gave full play to his professional skill, made him deputy director 
of the surgical department and provided him with assistants for doing 
scientific research. Over the past 3 years, the hospital readjusted 

his salary according to his professional capabilities and contributions. 
All this made Lu Xichang deeply feel the warmth of the party and the 
superiority of the socialist system. He decided to stay behind and 
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vigorously make contributions toward the motherland's four modernizations. 
Hie did not let the party and people down, but worked enthusiastically and 
made remarkable achievements within the brief period of several years 
Since the end of 1976, he was engaged in the study of treatment of frac- 
ture and acute abdominal disease by combining traditional Chinese and 
Western medicine. In 1978, he discovered a new method of treating frac- 
tures of the tibia and the fibula by using tranefixion screws to fix the 
positions of these two bones. Ye was issued the Award for Outstanding 
Achievements in Scientific Research by the Guangxi Scientific Conference. 
Comrade Lu Xichang is now vice president of the Yongning County Branch 
and a councilor of the Nanning Prefecture Branch of the Chinese Medicine 
Association. He is also member of the orthopaedics and surgery prepara- 
tory committee of the Guangxi Chinese Medicine Association. 


Since Comrade Lu Xichang decided to stay behind, he had been temporarily 
lacking family warmth. However, the party's policy toward intellectuals 
has not only inspired him to be devoted to the four modernizations, but 
also moved his relatives abroad. When Lu Xichang's wife, daughter and 
parents-in-law learned of his recent situation, they all rejoiced and 
were comforted. His daughter, who had not seen him for 6 years, recently 
met him in Guangzhou. When she recalled her mother's strenuous efforts 
to establish her business, ill health and encounters with robbers in 
Hong Kong, she burst into tears and said: "'Even when trees are 1,000 
zhang tall, their leaves must fall back to the roots.’ One day I will 
return to the motherland with my mother, uncle, aunt, grandfather and 
grandmother." 


Commentary on ‘Brain Drain’

[Text] We published today a report entitled "Why Has Lu Xichang Given 

Up the Idea of Going Abroad?" and a letter from Ye Jingsheng in Hong Kong, 
who was formerly a teacher of the Metallurgical Engineering College of 
Shenyang. The two pieces have set people to thinking. 


For some time, many areas have witnessed the phenomenon of a brain drain. 
This situation calls for attention. We must seriously ponder a problem. 
How has the party's policy on intellectuals been implemented? Has it been 
really implemented in all areas and units? To achieve the four moderniza- 
tions, we cannot do without scientists and technicians and other trained 
people in various fields. Nor will it do to have fewer such professional 
people. To recruit talent and give full play to the enthusiasm of trained 
people in various fields, the party Central Committee, since the smashing 
of the “gang of four," has duly revised the party's policy on intellectuals 
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and vigorously worked on rehabilitating victima of wrong and false accu- 
gations. In accordance with the plana of the party Central Committee, 
party committees at various levels have also done a large amount of work. 
Inspired by the party's correct policy and filled with revolutionary en- 
thusiasm, the masses of intellectuals, including trained people in vari- 
ous fields, have sincerely wanted to contribute something to the modern- 
ized effort. Then why should some comrades among them want to go abroad? 
For instance, why was it that intellectuals like Ye Jingsheng wanted 
desperately to go abroad at a time when the motherland has been full of 
promise since the “gang of four" was smashed? Were they unpatriotic 
and unwilling to serve the modernization effort? No. It should be 
pointed out that the overwhelming majority of these people love the 
motherland and have their hearts in her modernization effort. This is 
the basic spiritual outlook of the masses of intellectuals in our coun- 
try. After his wife and daughter went abroad, Lu Xichang chose to stay 
in the country. This, coupled with the letter from Ye Jingsheng in Hong 
Kong telling about all that once troubled him, provides eloquent proof. 


The brain drain in recent years has been caused by many factors. Judging 
from Ye Jingsheng, Lu Xichang and other cases, we can see that the main 
reason is that the party's policy on intellectuals has not been promptly 
implemented in some areas and units. There, intellectuals are still sub- 
jected to political discrimination and not trusted. They are not supported 
or encouraged in their work. What they achieve is not properly evaluated. 
They are also not accorded equal treatment in life. Here lies the core 

of the current problem. 


This tells us that the most effective way to stop the brain drain is to 
implement the party's policy on intellectuais in a down-to-earth and 
serious manner. This is to say that we must not just go through the 
motions, respond passively, and stress "firm implementation" verbally 
or through something written in the newspaper. Instead we must tackle 
problems, one after another, in a real, assertive and positive manner. 
Whether we can live up to this chiefly depends on whether the leadership 
has the correct way of thinking, and whether it can correctly understand 
that the overwhelming majority of intellectuals today have become part 
of the working class and are indispensable members of our team. It 
also depends on whether the leadership correctly understands that to 
raise the scientific and cultural levels of our nation, to develop in- 
dustrial and agricultural production, science and technology in our 
country and to realize the four modernizations, we must give full play 
to the role of intellectuals and trained people. The masses of workers 
and peasants directly involved in material production are the main force 
on our new march. Without their efforts, the four modernizations cannot 
be triumphantly achieved. This is without a shadow of a doubt. But at 
the same time, it should be realized that if we are left without the 
positive efforts of intellectuals, the mission vested in us by history 
will also be in danger of drawing a blank. Then what is it that prevents 
some leading comrades of leadership departments (especially organization 
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and personnel departments) from correctly understanding and handling the 
problem about intellectuals? An analysis shows that there are the follow- 
ing several underlying factors: The influence of the ultraleftist line 
of Lin Biao and the “gang of four" and the ultraleftist thinking stirred 
up by them; historical bias and ingrained habits and influences; some 
wrong nonproletarian ideas and viewpoints are at work. Therefore, though 
the party Central Committee has made a clarion call for the whole party 

to pay full attention to the problem concerning intellectuals and carry 
out the party policy seriously, some areas and units have so far failed 
to put the implementation of the policy on a solid basis. Some trained 
people have compelled to go abroad. Such a situation can never 
be allowed to last! We should show a high sense of responsibility toward 
the party, the people, the four modernizations and our descendants. We 
should seriously get rid of the influence of various wrong ideas and view- 
points, correctly treat intellectuals and seriously implement the party 
policy. 


Of course, due to serious sabotage by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" and 
the chaos created by them, coupled with certain mistakes in our own work, 
many difficulties actually remain to be overcome in implementing the party 
policy on a solid basis. The actual problems involved cannot be solved 
all at once. But so long as we have a correct way of thinking and a cor- 
rect attitude, show enthusiasm and initiative to do our job, and place 
ourselves in the shoes of intellectuals, many problems can be easily 
solved. Facts show that where an immediate solution cannot be found, 

so long as we are honest and sincere, telling what the actual situation 
is, we will have people's understanding. Even in cases where intellec- 
tuals have made up their minds to go abroad, so long as the leadership 
understands their hardships, persuades them energeticaily and patiently, 
and does its part in doing what should and can be done, they will give up 
the idea of going abroad and remain in the motherland to serve the four 
modernizations. Lu Xichang is a case in point. 


We communists should set great store by talent and know how to tap every- 
one's potential to the fullest and find full scope for their abilities.

TRAINING YOUNG SCIENTIFIC PERSONNEL URGED 
Shanghai JIEFANG RIBAO in Chinese 28 Mar 80 p 2 


{[Article: "A Discussion of the Urgent Task in Training Middle-Aged and 
Young Scientific Personnel and Technicians") 


[Text] Editor's note: We often say that our scien ‘ic 
and technical personnel are less than mature. The 
destruction done by Lin Biao and the "gang of fou: 
caused the loss of a generation of properly trained 
talents. Since we do not have substantive information, 
such an impression has been rather general. The 
following survey report was compiled by a team of 
workers who analyzed the situation. They clearly 

show us the imbalance in our scientific and technical 
personnel. In order to develop science and technology, 
one of the key factors is to recruit such workers, train 
them, and organize them in a rational way. This problem 
should attract the attention of the leadership cadres in 
various departments and circles. The suggestions in the 
following survey report are practicable and they conform 
to our current situation. 





‘the key to developing science and technology lies in promoting the growth 
of such personnel and their systematic organization. The age distribution 
of such personnel and the way they are related to the older and more 
experienced personnel is a key question which affects the transfer and 
development of scientific and technological knowledge from one generation 
to another. Therefore, with reference to his problem, we have conducted 
an initial survey of 14 research units in the Shanghai Institute, which is 
a branch of the Chinese Academy of Sciences. 


Age Distribution of Scientific and Technological Personnel and Future Trends 
Statistics collected in 1978 based on 14 units in Shanghai show that older 


technicians (56 years or above) comprise 2.4 percent of the total technical 
personnel in the sample. Middle-aged technicians (between 36 and 55 years 
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old) comprise 73.2 percent, and young technicians (35 years old or younger), 
24.4 percent. Among these people, 292 are high-level technicians (senior 

and associate research fellows and engineers). Their .verage age is 53.8 
years. Among the latter group, 103 are older technicians whose average age 
is 62.3. Middle-aged technicians total 189 and their average age is 49.2. 
The largest age group is between 49 and 55 years old, totaling 115; 49 people 
within the age range of 56 and 60; 54 people within the range of 61 and 80; 
and 74 people within the range of 40 and 48. In general, the most fruitful 
years of the technicians are between the age of 25 and 45, the prime age 
being 37. Among the high-level technicians, only 36 people are 45 years old 
or younger. It can be seen from the above that "senility" among our technical 
personnel is a very serious problem. Our elder technicians have a more solid 
background, broader knowledge, richer experience; and they still hold the 
important responsibility of conducting research and recruiting and training 
the younger generation. Nevertheless, their energies, brainpower, and 
physica, stamina have declined with age. We cannot deny the fact that the 
overwhelming majority of our high-level technicians have passed their prime. 


We can see from the statistics that the imbalance in age distribution adversely 
affects the structure of technicians of various capacities. Generally 
speaking, a pyramidal structure of proficiency is relatively more reasonable, 
though the one we now have is bulky in the middle, the pattern looking like 

an olive. A more serious problem is that among the high-level technicians, 
there is only one person aged 40, and there are no young people at all. The 
destruction caused by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" led to our loss of a 
generation of successors, which is a most deplorable matter. 


We have also done research on the age distribution of people while they were 
being recruited as high-level technicians at various times since liberation. 
Over the past 30 years, the Shanghai branch of the Chinese Academy of 
Sciences recruited a total of 303 technicians. When these people were 
recruited, their age was as follows: Among the 40 people recruited between 
1949 and 155, the average age at the time of recruitment was 35. Among 

the 85 recruited between 1956 and 1964, the average age was 37, the two 
youngest being 25 and 26 years old. After the smashing of the “gang of four," 
a total of 178 high-level technicians were recruited, and their average age 
was 49.5 years old. We can see from this that over the last 30 years, the 
average age of people recruited has become successively older. 


The result of the above situation is serious. Owing to a lack of young 
technicians, there is a shortage of assistants. Also, owing to salary 

and seniority considerations, many middle-level technicians, including some 
younger ones, are influenced by various factors and they face difficulties 
in developing creative research, though they are in their prime. Young 
people who should be given a chance to “shoulder responsibility" were not 
given the opportunity. Such a truncated structure of technical personnel 
not only affects current progress in scientific research, but it will also 
affect the scientific and technological development of our country in 

the future. 
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We Must Review Our Success and Experience 


Before the Cultural Revolution, among the high-level technicians recruited, 
there wae 4 group of young eclentiste--i2 of them were between 25 and 30 
years old, 22 were between 31 and 35 years old. in summary, being younger, 
these people made great contribstions in basic scientific research. They 
resolved economic problems and made important scientific discoveries in 
national defense, Examples include synthetic insulin, the atom-bomb, 
satellites, and related equipment and research methods. Quite a few of these 
people were the founders of new sciences and new technology, such as research 
on infrared and laser physics, and the overwhelming majority of these people 
were in their 30's at that time. Presently, these people are still in the 
forefront of scientific research and they still shoulder tmportant responsi- 
bilities. Some are still the leaders and core members of their respective 
professions. Thies ie particularly true among those who are now in their 
50's. They are the pillars in expanding our acientific frontier and in 
training successors. Both history and the true situation of our country 
have shown that just because at that time we recruited young and middle-aged 
technicians, especially “top-notch” young researchers, we succeeded in pro- 
ducing important resulte in ecientific development. The latter group of 
people will continue to bring about an important impact on our future. At 
present, we should seriously recruit and develop a class of young and “top- 
notch” ecientiste in their 40's or around 35 or WO years old. 





As the historical distribution of the center of scientific discovery shows, 
one important factor in the change in the center of scientific inventions is 
the number and age of scientists. Based on the conditions of some countries, 
the rise of science depends on the advent of a group of outstanding scientists, 
and none of these people are ever older than 50. The fact that the world's 
famous institutes and iaboratories can bring about creative results is because 
they emphasize recruitment and promotion of young scientists. Therefore, we 
must pay attention to the problem of a lack of young scientists and the 
problem of ecientists and the problem of senility. We must research this 
issue 4. an important task in our policy on technological development. 

We must find geans to resolve the problem so as to realize the four moderniza-~- 
tions, and quicken our pace toward the forefront of scientific research on 

an international level. 


Some Suggestions in Resolving the Problems of Scientific Personnel 


For the purpose of discussion, we would like to present some viewpoints and 
suggestions on how to make up for and resolve the current lack of young, 
high-level technicians as well as the problem of senility. 


We must first put together the characteristics of scientific development 

in our country, and to establish our own scientific and technological systes. 
Under the present conditions, the older scientists should place emphasis on 
training and recruit‘ .g successors, helping middle-aged scientists review 
and develop the methods and research technology of the older generation, 
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and assisting the middle-aged scientists to achieve standards commensurate 
with the most advanced in the world. The middle-aged scientists are the 
eore of our technological strength. If there are some in this group who 
can rise to the forefront of international scientific development, they can 
uplift the reat of the group. Owing to the fact that our younger generation 
has suffered severe losses, the middle-aged scientists have to shoulder the 
responsibility of training what is equivalent to two generations in other 
countries. We gust help them in research, education, and daily life to 
facilitate them to take up this responsibility. 


Secondly, with regard to various categories of technical personnel, we should 
be as flexible as possible in recruiting the “top-notch,” particularly people 
between 30 and 40 years old. Among these people are college graduates of 

the 1960's, research fellows, soldiers, peasants, and workers. Though these 
people have suffered various degrees of harasement in the past, they have 

been steeled by the hardship they went through. In fact, there are outstanding 
talents among this generation of people. For those who are well qualified 

we should give them a chance no matter what the rules may be, for this ie an 
important aspect in putting together a class of successors. 


In order to promote excellence in scientific research, we must provide 
conditions favorable to personnel mobility and the growth of a lively 
academic atmosphere. These conditions have to a great extent been thwarted 
by existing personne] and policy factors. We must gradually develop ways 

to resolve the problems, including matching planning with selection, assign- 
ment ith mobility, selection with “consolidation,” and needs with talents, 
and hope that we can achieve some preliminary changes in the course of a 
}-year period of adjustment.

Jiangxi Conference in FPengcheng County

[Summary from poor reception) The first Jiangxi Provincial Conference 
on Rural House Construction since Liberation was held in Fengcheng  unty 
from 12 to 15 June. The conference demanded that all places and depart~ 
mente concerned get a good grasp of the important task of housing the 
province's 27 million peasants. The conference was convened by the pro- 
vincial capital construction committee, agricultural committee, agricul- 
tural department, building materials bureau, construction bureau, and 
commune and brigade enterprise administrative bureau. Over 200 persons 
concerned from all parts of the province attended. Provincial CCP com- 
mittee secretary and Vice Governor Fu Yutian made a speech. Provincial 
CCP committee Deputy Secretary (Liu Zhonghou) talked with some of the 


participants. 


The conference seriously studied the documents of the National Conference 
on Rural House Construction and relevant principles and policies, ex- 
changed information, summed up experiences and set out the future tasks. 
The conference hailed the success achieved in rural house construction 
since the liberation. A number of new villages have been built in some 
relatively prosperous brigades. “However, generally speaking, there is 
still a great housing shortage among the peasants and their housing con- 
ditions remain very poor. In many places there has been no change in the 
old appearance of the villages." Following the improvement in the rural 
situation since the "gang of four" was smashed, the peasants are urgently 
demanding that their housing conditions be improved. It is also necessary 
to build new villages as new production bases are set up. The problem of 
rural house construction thus sharply confronts the leadership at all 
levels, and it is essential to put this important task on the agenda and 
get a good grasp of it. 





The conference pointed out: It is essential to attach great importance 
to implementing the policies in rural house construction. "We must cer- 
tainly not repeat the mistaken methods which prevailed in the province for 
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4 time of issuing compulsory orders, knocking down and building houses 
in a big way, paying no regard to the actual conditions and failing to 
respect local characteristics, habits and customs. Inaetead, we must pro- 
ceed from reality and carry out gradual construction tailored to local 
conditions, suiting our efforts to our capabilities." It ia necessary 
to draw up comprehensive plans aimed at benefitting production and the 
people's livelihood. The peasants should raise the capital and collect 
the material themselves, with the collective providing assistance. The 
property rights should belong to the peasants; various other methods can 
be adopted. Whichever method is adopted, it is necessary to uphold the 
principle of voluntariness and strictly act according to the policies. 


Wang Enmao Addresses Jilir Conference

{Text} According to a JILIN RIBAO report, following the decision of the 
Jilin Provincial CCP Committee, the Jilin Provincial People's Government 
recently held a Provincial Rural Housing Construction Conference in 
Changchun Municipality. Leading comrades of the Jilin Provincial CCP 
Committee and the provincial people's government, including Wang Enmao, 
Mu Lin and Yang Zhantao, addressed the conference. 


In his speech, Wang Enmao, first secretary of the Jilin Provincial CCP 
Committee, said: Doing a good job in rural housing construction is an 
important matter affecting the people's Livelihood, the production and 
development of agriculture and accomplishment of the four modernizations. 
In addition, doing a good job in rural housing construction, building new 
socialist rural villages, improving the poor and backward appearances in 
the rural areas and reducing the distinction between town and country are 
one of our important orientations for carrying out the socialist construc- 
tion. 


Wang Enmao called on the party CCP committees and the people's governments 
at all levels to strengthen their leadership over rural housing construc- 
tion work, include it in agendas and discuss it earnestly. He said: It 
is necessary to assign full-time personnel to take charge of the housing 
construction work. The province, municipalities, prefectures, autonomous 
prefectures and counties in particular, should do a good job in conducting 
training courses for rural housing construction designers and planners and 
should see to it that all communes and brigades have such personnel. 


In his speech, Comrade Wang Enmao stressed in particular that efforts 
should be made to do a good job in rural housing construction work on the 
basis of developing production. He said: It is impossible to do rural 
housing construction work well if we make no efforts to develop produc- 
tion and to increase the accumulation funds of communes and brigades and 
the income of commune members. 
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Comrade Wang Enmao stressed: In carrying out rural housing construction 
work it is necessary to undertake overall planning. The principle of this 
overall planning should be beneficial to production and the people's 
livelihood. It should also be conducive to reducing the distinction 
between town and country. Thies overall planning should cover a compre- 
hensive project to transform mountaing, tame rivere and build farmlands, 
forests, roads and villages. In mapping out plane it is necessary to 
proceed from the actual situation in each individual local commune, take 
into account the existing natural landscape, eatimate the need for devel- 
oping the socialist new countryside and do a good job in the layout of 
the new countryside in accordance with local conditions. 


Comrade Wang Enmao called on all localities to do a good job in housing 
designs when building new socialist villages. He stressed that rural 
housing construction should be built in a practical, solid, economical 
and beautiful way. Comrade Wang Enmao noted: In solving problems of 
materials for rural housing construction it is necessary to rely on one's 
own efforts while making state assistance subsidiary and to draw on local 
resources according to local conditions while making external building 
materials assistance subsidiary. Communes and brigades should build 
brick and tile plants, lime processing plants, quarries and sand excava- 
tion plants to supply themselves with these materials. They should also 
solve timber supply problems with their own efforts. The state will help 
them to solve some of these material supply problems if they cannot solve 
them right away. 


Comrade Wang Enmao also dwelt on the issue of policy of rural housing 
construction, stating that houses built by the collectives should be 
owned by the collectives and houses built by the individuals should be 
owned by the individuals. It is necessary to combine the practice of 
building houses by the collectives with that by the individuals and with 
emphasis on building houses by the individuals so as to expedite the 
speed of rural housing construction. 


In conclusion, Wang Enmao hoped that all people, under the leadership 
of the CCP committees and the people's governments at all levels, would 
work with concerted efforts to achieve a small change in the rural 
housing of our province in 5 years, to achieve a big change in 10 years 
and to basically complete the reformation of the old rural villages in 
20 years so as to build a brand new socialist countryside.

XIZANG SCHOOL ENROLLMENT--Lhasa, 19 Jun--In accordance with the party 
Central Committee's instruction on the work in Xizang, the Xizang 
Autonomous Regional People's Government has decided that this year 

the region's institutions of higher education will enroll students mainly 
from among the minority people. It will see to it that more than 60 
percent of the new students are of Tibetan or other minority nationalities. 
There will be different standards for minority and Han applicants for 
entrance to the region's institutions of higher education, which will 
join other institutions in the country in a unified entrance examina- 
tion. Proper considerations will be given those areas whose candidates 
fail to meet the minimum entrance examination score and to those candi- 
dates from agricultural and pastoral areas where the educational founda- 
tion is weak. Because this year the number of the region's middle school 
minority graduates is below-target and because many minority people now 
holding jobs are in urgent need of more education, the regional govern- 
ment has decided that Xizang Medical College, the agricultural science 
and animal husbandry veterinary departments of Xizang College of Agri- 
culture and Animal Husbandry, and the mathematics department of Xizang 
Teachers College will enroll students only from the minority workers. 
For these candidates the age limit will be raised to 30 and marital sta- 
tus will not be considered a factor. These two rules will also apply to 
those who seek Tibetan language studies because linguists in Tibetan are 
very rare.
